Factional Wrangle Over the 
Raw Materials, 


Vest and Bacon Rub Together 
the Wrong Way. 


Mr. Tillman Blantly Admits That He 
Wants South Carolina to Get 
Her Share of Any Stealing—Nel- 
son’s Amti-Traust Amendment. 


{BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIBE.] . 

WASHINGTON, June 18.—The Tariff 
Bill came to a halt in the Senate to- 
day, les than one page of the flax 
schedule being disposed of. The debate 
drifted into political channels, Sena- 
tors Bacon, Vest, Jones of Arkansas 
and Tillman taking part in an exposi- 
tion of Democratic doctrine on the 
tariff. It led to several lively ex- 
changes, during which the cleaning of 
political “dirty linen” was frequently 
referred to. 

Mr. Tillman’s remarks were made 
with his characteristic vehemence. At 
one point he frankly stated, concern- 
ing the tariff, that if there was to be 
stealing, he wanted his share for South 
Carolina. 

Late in the day, Mr. Morgan pro- 
posed a sweeping amendment to place 
a 10 per cent. ad valorem duty on all 
articles now on the free list, with a 
few stated exceptions.. In supporting 
the amendment, Mr. Morgan called at- 
tention to the singular fact that the 
income-tax feature of the Wilson Bill 
is not repealed, and can be enforced 
by a change in the personnel of the 
Supreme Court of the United States. 

ANTI-TRUST AMENDMENT. 

WASHINGTON 18.—Senator 
Nelson of Minnesota has prepared an 
anti-trust amendment, which he will 
offer to the Tariff Bill and which he 
thinks will meet the objections that 
have been made to other amendments 
of. a similar character. It is as fol- 
lows: 

“Every person, firm or corporation 


| who shall monopolize or engross, or at- 


tempt to monopolize or engross, or who 
shall combine or conspire with any 
ot mn, firm or -.corporation to 
monopolize or eng: 08s the trade or cOm- 
“merce im raw. or refined sugar of any 
kind among the several States or for- 
eign nations, for the purpose of unduly 
enhancing the price of sugar, shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
on conviction thereof shall be pun- 
ished by a fine of not less than $500 or 
more than $10,000, or by im- 
prisonment at hard labor not less than 
six months nor more than two years, or 
by both said punishments, in the dis- 
cretion of the court. 

“And in case of a corporation found 
guilty of said offense the jury shall also 
ascertain and find what officers of the 
corporation commit such offense, and 
such officers, on being found guilty of 
causing or directing the corporation to 
commit the offense of which it is found 
guilty, shall be liable to punishment 
aforesaid. 

“It shall be sufficient pleading in the 
indictment to describe the offense in the 
language of this law, and the fact that 
a manufacturer or refiner of sugar re- 
fuses to sell his sugar to the public, in 
interstate or foreign trade otherwise 
than through special factors or agents, 
shall be deemed prima facie evidence of 
monopolizing or attempting to monopo- 
lize the trade in sugar among the sev- 
eral States or with foreign nations. 

“The several Circuit Courts of the 
United States are hereby invested with 
jurisdiction to prevent and restrain 
violations of this law, and it shall be 
the duty of the several district attor- 
neys of the United States in their re- 
spective districts, under the direction 
of the Attorney-General, to institute 
proceedings in equity to prevent and 
restrain such violations. Such pro- 
ceedings may be by way bdf petition, 
setting forth the case and prayir~ that 
such violation shall be enjoined or 
otherwise prohibited. When the parties 
complained of shall have been duly no- 
tified of such petition, the court shall 
proceed, as soon as may be, to the 
hearing and determination of the case: 
and pending such petition, and before a 
final decree, the court may at any time 
make such temporary restraining or- 
der or prohibition as shall be deemed 
just in the premises.”’ 

PROPOSED WOOL SCHEDULE. 

WASHINGTON, June 18.—The advo- 
cates in the Senate of an increase of 
the duty on wool held a meeting today 
and decided upon the following as the 
rates which they will ask the commit- 
tee to fix on wool: 

First class—In grease unskirted, 10 
cents a pound; in grease, skirted, 12 
cents a pound; if washed, double these 
rates; if scoured, treble. 

Second class—In grease, unskirted, 11 
cents a pound; in grease, skirted, 12 
cents; washed, double; scoured, treble. 

Third class—Worth not exceeding 6 
cents a pound, 3 cents duty; worth over 
6 cents and not exceeding 10 cents, 5 
cents a pound; worth over 10 cents a 
pound, 8 cents. If scoured, treble. 

These rates are much higher than 
those originally fixed by the Senate 
committee, and the wool men regard 
them as more advantageous than those 
in the House bill or in the McKinley 
law. 

There were present at the meeting a 
dozen or fifteen Senators, representing 
all the States in which wool is an in- 
dustry of especial importance. 

There was at one time today a pros- 
pect of a Republican caucus on the 
subject, but it was decided, instead, to 
present the claims of the wool men to 
the Finance Committee, with the hope 
that the committee would concede the 
increases asked. If the concession is 
not made, a caucus is probable. 

The schedule agreed upon today was 
presented at the meeting of the Re- 
publicans of the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee tonight. FFor over three hours 
the questions presented were discussed 
in a conversational way, but no definite 
conclusions were reached. Among the 
Senators present were Messrs. Mantle, 
Foraker, McBride, Hanna and Warren.

WASHINGTON, Jume 18.—SENATE. 
—In the Senate today bills were passed 
for public buildings at Cleveland, O., 
to cost $1,700,000, and at McKeesport, 
Pa., to cost $200,000. 

Owing to the interest in the Hawaiian 
treaty, Senator Davisof Minnesota se- 
cured an agreement for printing 5000 
copies of the treaty @nd other docu- 
ments. 

Consideration of the Tariff Bill was 
resumed at schedule J, relating to flax, 
hemp and jute and manufactures there- 
from. Senator Vest of Missouri made 
a test contest at the outset, moving 
to strike out the first paragraph, flax 
straw at $5 a ton. He said the whole 
flax schedule was based on the idea 
that we could produce flax, but he de- 
nied this. Ireland was the only coun- 
try in which flax could be successfully 
produced, and «he denied that Minne- 
sota flax proved satisfactory. The 
amendment was rejected by 18 to 28. 

Senator Allison of Iowa, in charge of 
the bill, withdrew the Senate amend- 
ment on flax not hackled or dressed, 
leaving the House rate of 1 cent a 
pound standing. .He also withdrew the 
committee amendment on dressed flax, 
leaving the House rate of 3 cents. 

“It is evident,” remarked Senator 
Jones of Arkansas, “that all commit- 
tee reductions are to be abandoned, 
and the chairman might as well move 
to accept the higher House rates in 


In further criticising the flax para- 
graph, Mr. Vest ironicafiy referred to 
that era of prosperity which had been 
“officially and ecclesiastically” an- 
nounced ina recent prayer by the 
chaplain of the Senate, “an emissary 
of Providence.” 

Mr. Davis of Minnesota said the flax 
production of the Northwest owas a 
demonstrated success. He presented 
samples of the article, produced in Min- 
nesota, Michigan and the Dakotas. 

Mr. Pettigrew declared that the pro- 
posed rates ought to be doubled, as an 
encouragement to the flourishing flax 
industry of the Northwest. He derided 
the result of placing a duty on raw 
cotton. Southern Senators had done 
this to keep out Egyptian cotton, and 
yet the New England manufacturer 
had been given a compensatory duty 
to bring in Egyptian cotton. So that, 
declared the Senator, all that was ac- 
complished was to help eastern Repub- 
licans break up the solid South. 

This brought a response from Mr. 
Bacon of Georgia, who todk the lead 
in the contest for a duty on raw cot- 
ton. He did not believe the cotton 
manufacturers should receive compen- 
satory duty to offset the duty on raw 
cotton, as the manufacturer already 
had ample protection. There was fla- 
grant discrimination, he said, between 
the raw products of the farmers of the 
South and those of the North, the cot- 
ton bagging and cotton ties used by 
the South being taxed, while the bind- 
ing twine used by the Northwest was 


ree. 

Mr.. Allison interjecte’ the remark 
that the committee hoped before the 
Senate was through with the bill that 
a just equilibrium would be estab- 
lished. 

Mr. Vest declared his opposition to 
compensatory duties. 

Mr. Jones said that he opposed a tax 
on raw materials, but when such a 
tax was imposed then the manufacturer 
was bound to have compensation. — 

There was an exciting interruption 
when Mr. Bacon criticised the position 


-of some of his associates in not favor- 
ing a revenue duty on raw materials. 


Mr. Vest sprang to his feet and with 
great vehemence exclaimed: “This is 
very delectable to Republican Senators. 
Their hearts are cheered, and I can see 
their eyes gleam.” 

He had refrained thus far, he said, 


| from exposing Democratic discords, but 


since the Senator from Georgia had 
gone into “this lavatory for washing 
Democratic dirty linen,”’ he (Mr. Vest) 
would ask his associates a few ques- 
tions. ‘Mr. Vest was about to put a 
series of sharp interrogatories, but Mr. 
Bacon demurred. He did not like the 
idea, he said, of being put on the wit- 
ness stand by his Democratic associates 
and being put through a course of cate- 
gorical questions. 

Mr. Vest, whose manner had been /in- 
tensely earnest, said the questioning 
had been undertaken in no offensive 
way. 

“Do you believe,” he asked, “in taxa- 
tion limited to the needs of the gov- 
ernment, economically administered ?’’ 

“TI do,” responded Mr. Bacon. 

“Then how,” persistted Mir. Vest, 
“could the Georgia Senator reconcile 
his position with the fact that an idle 
surplus of millions was now in the 
treasury. Why should there be more 
revenue?” 

“If I have my way,” proceeded Mr. 
Bacon, ‘there would be no tariff bill. 
The Senator (Mr. Vest) remarks that 
since there is to be a tariff bill I want 
my share. I utterly repudiate that sug- 
gestion. I have no sympathy with the 
cry that if the treasury is to be 
looted I want my share. But I declare 
that if any revenue bill is passed it 
ought to be equalized in its benefits.”’ 

Mr. Tillman here came in, to call the 
attention of his “‘Democratic brethren” 
to the rates they had given in the Wil- 
son Bill to certain raw materials. If 
this was a fraud, then the present con- 
test over taxing raw material was 
merely as to the amount of the fraud. 
Then Mr. Tillman added: “And I say 
painly, if we are to have this stealing, 
I want my share for South Carolina.” 

There was a momentary sensation 
over the vehemence of Mr. Tillman's 
remark. 

Mr. Burrows of Michigan attempted 
to bring the debate back to the flax 
question, making a plea for a gooj 
rate on that article. Mr. Stewart 
made a general argument’in support 
of the policy of a duty on raw mate- 
rial. He asserted that any other 
course Was contrary to the last Demo- 
cratic platform. Mr. Stewart said the 
money question was the real question. 
Mr. Jones of Arkansas criticised the 
entire flax schedule as designed to 
place a heavy burden on the poor, who 
used the low grades of goods, and re- 
lieve the burdens of the high grades 
used by the people of wealth. He 
moved to reduce the rate on flax, 
hackled, to 1% cents per pound. It 
was rejected by 24 to 27. The House 
rates on hackled and unhackled flax 
were agreed to. On tow of flax Mr. 
Allison moved to substitute $20 per ton 
for the committee rate of a half-cent 
per pound. Agreed to. 

Mr. Allison presented a substitute for 
paragraph 325, providing on “single 
yarns made of jute not finer than five 
lea, 1 cent per pound, and 10 per cent. 
ad valorem: if finer than five lea, 1 
cent and 25 per cent. ad valorem.” 
Agreed to. 

On thread and twine, Mr. Allison 
moved te substitute the rate of 14 
cents per pound and % for each lea 
above five. Without completing this 


paragraph (327,) the bill was laid aside 


at 5 o’cloek, and after an executive 
session, the Senate adjourned. 


Gen, Gomez Has Matured 
His Plans, 


A Demonstration Near Havana 
is Forthcoming, 


The Province Has Been Invaded 
at Guanabacoa. 


Dr. Danforth Returns from the 
Cuban Presthent—Efforts to Stay 
a Death Sentence—Letter from 


the Chief of the Insurgents. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

NEW YORK, June 18.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from Havana says Gen. Go- 
mez contemplates a decidedly aggres- 
sive movement, to begin some. time 
during next month. The plans which 
he has been forming for the last few 
months are now matured, and the Cu- 
bans are looking for a big movement 
very soon. Gen. Gomez is concentrat- 
ing his forces in Havana province, and 
will probably make a demonstration 
near Havana. Gen. Banderas with 1600 
Orientals is reported to have arrived 
in Melina, Havana province. It is 
known that he left Trinidad and was 
marching through Matanzas several 
days ago. Gen. Gomez has called a 
council of war which will be held in a 
day or so, when he will. distlose his 
plans to his officers. Gen. Weyler pro- 
poses to leave Havana for the country 
next week. 

Within the past week the insurgents 
have displayed indisputable signs of 
activity. Yesterday an expedition was 
landed in Havana province, this time 
only fifteen miles from Havana, in 
Guanabacoa. This ts the second expe- 
dition landed in Havana province dur- 
ing the past month. Advices from 
Puerto Principe state that the rebels 
are active in that province. Several 
skirmishes between insurgents and 
Spanish forces have recently occurred. 

During the last week a Spanish col- 
umn 800 strong under Col. Reyter was 
attacked while marching to Santa Cruz. 
The rebels were repulsed, but Col. Rey- 
ter was badly wounded and twenty- 
three Spanish soldiers were killed. The 
rebel loss is not known. 

GEN. WOODFORD'S INSTRUCTIONS

NEW YORK, June 18.—A dispatch to 
the World from Madrid says: “Premier 
Canovas is willing to pay the widow of 
Dr. Ruiz $40,000 if the United States 
government will not press an official 
claim. The announcement of this fact 
has aroused vehement public opposi- 
tion which the Madrid press is inflam- 
ing. The newspapers blame the gov- 
ernment for allowing Dr. Ruiz to be 
killed, but censure it most for ac- 
knowledging it. They say Spain is 
‘under the iron heels of the Yankees."’” 

THE DEATH SENTENCE. 

NEW YORK, June 18.—A dispatch to 
the World from Washington says a 
telegram from Sefior Palma of the 
Cuban junta at New York, received to- 
night by Secretary Quesada of the pro- 
visional legation, reads: “Prosecuting 
Attorney has asked for death sentence 
on Ruiz Rivera and*Bacallao.” 

Steps were taken immediately to 
prevent the summary execution of such 
a sentence. Senator Morgan and 
others were_seen, and their services 
were enlisted. Arrangements were 
made to have influential Senators call 
early tomorrow upon Secretary Sher- 
man to urge him to request interfer- 
ence by the Madrid government, and 
a direct appeal will be made to the 
President. 

It is expected that Minister Taylor 
will be instructed to obtain from the 
Madrid government assurance that the 
lives of the twa insurgent leaders will 
be spared. Unless action of this kind 
is taken early in the day, it is likely 
that Mr. Morgan will bring the matter 
to the attention of the Senate by a 
resolution, although there is one on 
record already in behalf of Rivera.

WASHINGTON, June 18.—In view of 
the fact that false and misleading 
statements have been sent out from 
Washington ase to Secretary Sherman’s 
position on the question of annexation 
of Hawaii, the Secretary today said to 
the Associated Press that, as a rule, 
he was opposed to the United States 
acquiring outlying territory, but he re- 
garded the condition of the Hawaiian 
Islands as exceptional on account of 
the claim of Japan to these islands. 
He therefore approved the treaty mak- 
ing Hawali a possession of the United 
States, but not entitled to admission as 
a State. 


DECIDEDLY STRAINED. 


Relations With the Japanese are 
Far from Friendly. 
[BY THE TIMES’ SPECIAL WIRE.] 
NEW YORK, June 18.—{Special Dis- 
patch.] The Herald's Washington spe- 
cial says: 
The attitude of Japan promises to 
become a serious factor in the Ha- 


waiian’ situation. The grievances 
entertained by that government 
against Hawaii have been greatly 


added to by the act of the Hawaiians 
in signing the ,treaty of annexation 
without notifying or consulting the 
Japanese. 

“The fact that the British Foreign 
Office was well informed in advance 
regarding annexation proceedings, and 
that they were not altogether unknown 
to the French and Spanish govern- 
ments, does not conduce to the better 
feeling of Japan. While the Japanése 
representatives here express only the 
most friendly sentiments toward 
United States, the lack of candor on 
the part of Hawaii is unreservedly de- 
nounced, and & can be confidently 
stated that the diplomatic relationa.be- 
tween the two governments are de- 


cidedly strained. 


“The Japanese legation has received 
no information for several days as to 
the progress of negotiations respecting 
the indemnity demanded of Hawali in 
the immigration matter, but it is gen- 
erally believed that the matter is tem-. 
porarily held up, pending further de- 
velopments in the United States. The 


attitude of Japan, however, is de- 
clared to be fixed and firm, On the 
plea of a violation of their treaty 


rights during the last few months and 
the insult offered by the independent 
action of Hawaii, she will rest her 
grievances, and will insist upon ade- 
quate reparation. 

“Whatever may be done as the out- 
come of existing difficulties, the offi- 
ciala of the Washington legation state 
that no active: operations, such as 
sending an armed fleet to Hawaii to 
enforce their claims, will be entered 
upon without notification to the United 
States, but that a satisfactory adjust- 
ment of pending claims will be insisted 
upon under any circumstances.”

The Big Shipowner Finds English 
Vessels in the Way.

NEW YORK June 18.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) The World's special says that 
Senator Perkins (Rep.) of California, 
is strongly disposed to join his Demo- 
cratic colleague, Senator White, in op- 
position to the proposed annexation to 
Hawaii. 

“J am familiar with the subject,” he 
said today. “and I am very doubtful 
as to the wisdom of this policy. There 
is one point of some moment that I 
have not yet seen touched upon.

They fiy the Hawaiian flag, but are 
English vessels. Under the proposed 
treaty these ships would naturally be- 
come entitled to American registry, for 
they would come in with the islands. 

‘There is nothing in the treaty to 
prevent them from coming in nor to 
prevent Englishmen from builiing more 
yessels in anticipation of annexation 
and claiming American registry for all 
In that case they would prob- 
ably soon take away all of our coast- 
wise trade, and render idle for some 
years our American shipyards. 

“There is another nerhane mere 
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important question involved. The an- 
nexation of Hawaii @ould, it seems to 
me, utterly t®e beet-sugar in- 
dustry that is now beginning to assume 
considerable proportions in California 


and other parts of the West. With 
coolie labor Hawaiians produce sugar 
and refine it for 2 cents a pound. 


Beet sugar costs anywhere from 3% to 
to 4 cents a pound to produce, and we 
could not compete. Then, -too, the 
planters of Hawaii have a trust just as 
tryannical and importunate ag the 
Sugar Trust, and it wouldn't be long 
before the two joined forces and had 
the whole country at their mercy. 

“IT shall not set up my personal views 
against those of the majority of the 
people, but I am far from, being an en- 
thusiastic annexationist. The idea 
that we need Hawali as a eealing-sia- 
tion is foolish, because ships going from 
San Francisce to Japan or China:would 
have to go 500 miles out of their way 
to touch Hawaii.”’

At 3:45 o'clock this afternoon a tor- 
nado was seen approaching the city 
from the southwest. The State Insti- 
tution for the Feeble-Minded, contain- 
ing over seven hundred inmates, was 
situated directly in the path of the’ 
storm. The roofs of several buildings 
were carried away, and much damage 
was done to the grounds, but most of 
the inmates were under almost perfect 
control of the attendants and the 
‘threatened panic and great loss of life 
was averted. 

The tornado passed on to the north, 
touching next on the farm and stock 
barns connected with the asylum, three 
miles distant. In the cow barns, were 
twenty-six persons, including the su- 
perintendent of the farm, Jacob Wil- 
mot; twenty-four pupils and an at- 
tendant.

HIS CIRCUS CAREER. 

OAKLAND, June 18.—Fred Holturn, 
who lives in Berkeley, denies the story 
told by the sister of Barney Barnato 
that her brother never played in a 
circus. Holturn says that he = and 
Barnato performed together in the 
same ring in London many years ago. 

“T first met Isaacs, or Barnato, as 
he afterward called himself, while 
working in John Holturn’s Royal Lon- 
don circus, many years ago. Isaacs 
and his brother Jake joined the circus 
at Leeds. My brother John, the ‘can- 
non-ball king,” did an act where he 
was shot at by a cannon which I fired. 
Barnato held the ropes that bound 
my brother. John would give’ the 
order to fire at his head. At the word 


‘fire,’ Barnato was supposed to let 
loose the ropes so that my _ brother 
could catch the cannon ball. 

“On one occasion young Isaacs, or 


Barnato, became ‘rattled,’ and at the 
signal ‘fire,’ he did not loosen his hold 
on the rope, but tightened it instead. 
The big ball plowed along the top of 
John’s head, and left him with an 
ugly scalp wound. 

“From that moment to this I have 
never laid eyes upon Barnato and his 
two brothers. The two Isaacs, as we 
then called them, did not even wait 
te draw the salary due them, and we 
never heard of Barney again until his 
African successes which made him 
world famous.”

TOBACCO TRUST. 


Theodore E. Allen and Peter Haupt- 
man Give Testimony.

NEW. -YORK, June 18.— The trial of 
the officials of the American Tobacco 
Company indicted for violation of the 
anti-trust law of this State, was re- 
sumed today. Theodore E. Allen was 
recalled. He declared that all differ- 
ences with the defendants had been 
amicably adjusted. 

An attempt on the part of the prose- 
cution to bring out evidence as to the 
methods of the trust prior to 1890 was 
objected to by Mr. Choate and the ob- 
jection. was sustained. The witness, 
Mr. Allen, testified that Mr. Duke, 
previous to the formation of the com- 
bination, told him it cost his firm $508,- 
000 for advertising in 1888. Ginter told 
him it cost his firm $250,000 for adver- 
tising the same year. There was some 
talk as to the remedy for competition. 

On cross-examination the witnesses 
said that the consolidation was formed 
for the purpose of economy in the man- 
ufacture of cigarettes. Witness main- 
tained that the present price of cigar- 
ettes was 15 per cent. less than it was 
when the companies were doing busi- 
ness independently. 

Peter Saetenad of the firm of Peter 
Hauptman & Co., St. Louis, jobbers in 
tobacco and cigarettes testified that 
previous to 1893 his firm handled about 
fifteen million trust cigarettes. yearly. 
In 1893 he bought cigarettes from the 
National Cigarette Company and after 
that the American Tobacco Company 
refused to fill his orders, claiming he 
had violated his agreement by which 
the trust held the dealers. 

Witness was asked by Mr. Olcott if 
he gave in to Mr. Brown, and he replied 
that he did not. A letter sent to the 
witness by the American Tobacco Com- 
pany was offered in evidence and read. 
It was to the effect that the company 
felt constrained to discontinue to send 
him further goods except at net prices, 
without discount. Not until June, 1896, 
was the witness able to purchase goods 
of the American Tobacco Company's 
manufacture. Spot cash had always 
been paid by him for trust goods. The 
trust not only refused to sell him to- 
bacco, but he was also not allowed to 
buy goods from other firms in St. Louis 
that handled the trust cigarettes. Wit- 
ness was still in the witness chair when 
the case adjourned until tomorrow. 


Jackson Guilty of Perjury. 


SPRINGFIELD (0O.,) June 18.— 
George H. Jackson, who became fa- 
mous in the Pear) Bryan murder tria] 
by testifying that he drove the car- 
riage in which Scott Jackson and 
Alonzo Walling conveyed their victim 
to Kentucky Highlands, where the 
body was found, was today found 
guilty of perjury in the testimony in 
the criminal trial in Springfield.

NEW YORK, June 18.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from Panama says that 
representatives of the governments of 
Guatemala and Costa Rica have 
signed the treaty which makes them 
a part of the Greater Republic of Cen- 
tral America. All the Central Ameri- 
can republics rejoined the compact.

CHEERED THE QUEEN 


A GATHERING OF PREMIERS AT 
THE BRITISH. CAPITAL. 


Guests Numbered by Hundreds from 
All Branches of National and 
Colonial Life. 


SPEECH BY EDWARD OF WALES. 


HE BELIEVES ENGLAND CAN COUNT 
UPON HER COLONIES. 


Laurier Says Canada is Free Though 
Under a Suzserainty — Australia 
Invites a Visit from Royalty. 
Salisbury’s Sense. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 
LONDON, June 18.—[{By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The Prince of Wales, as president 
of the Imperial Institute, presided over 
a banquet given by the institute this 
evening to the colonial premiers. The 
guests numbered hundreds and- repre- 
gented every branch of national and 
colonial life. 

After dinner the Prince of Wales pro- 
posed “The health of the Queen.” In 
a felictitous speech he referred to the 
approaching jubilee celebration, ad- 
ding that he had no doubt they. would 
receive the familiar toasts with .more 
acclamation even than was usually the 
case. This was followed by prolonged 
cheering, waving of handkerchiefs and 
cries of “God bless her,” the entire 
company standing. 

The Prince welcomed the premiers, 
and hoped earnestly that their stay 
would not be irksome, No one, he said, 
could be more gratified than the Queen 
that they had come to do honor to @ 
great epoch of history. [Cheers.] 

The Prince, in proposing the health of 
the guests of the evening, gave @ cor- 
dial welcome to the distinguished gen- 
tlemen who had come to celebrate the 
jubilee. He was convinced that the 
colonies would always come to the as- 
sistance of the mother country in time 
of need or danger, Referring to the 
enormous growth and increase of the 
colonies during the record reign, he 
expressed the hope that the peaceful 
circumstances under which they were 
met together might long continue. 

“God grant it may not occur,” he 
said, “but if the national flag is 
threatened, I am convinced that all the 
colonies will unite to maintain what 
exists and to preserve the integrity of 
the empire.”’ 

Wilfred Laurier, in the course of his 
reply to the toast to the colonial pre- 
miers, said: 

“Tt has been said that colonies are 
born to become nations, and that per- 
haps Canada may some day become a 
nation. My answer to that is simply 
this: Canada is a nation. Canada is 
free and freedom is its nationality. 
Though Canada acknowledges the 
suzeranity of the sovereign, I am here 
to say that independence will give the 
Canadians no more rights than they 
have. If’ England should ever be in 
danger, her colonies will do their ut- 
most to help her. [Cheering.] 


French-Canadians are absolutely loyal, 
and I have been reminded that old 
feuds die hard. But to that I may re- 
ply that it is the proud privilege of the 


“T have often been asked whether at \ 


present generation to recall the spec- 


tacle of the banners of France and 
England victoriously entwined in the 
Crimea. True, during the last century, 
there was a long duel between England 
and France for the possession of North 
America. But on the shores of Quebec 
is a monument to two generals who 
fought in that war, and it bears the 
inscription: ‘Equal in fame, equal] in 
courage, equal in glory.’ That equality 
exists at the present day between the 
two races.” 

Sir Hugh Nelson, Premier of Queens- 
land, in proposing the health of the 
Prince and Princess of Wales, ex- 
pressed the hope that the Australian 
colonies might some day have the priv- 
ilege of receiving a member of the 
royal family and the opportunities of 
displaying an equal loyalty and. devo- 
tion. 

The Marquis of Lansdowne, replying 
for the army, urged the necessity of 
considering beforehand a scheme of 
defense in the event of the possibility 
of circumstances arising that would re- 
quire the colonies and the mother coun- 
try to stand side by side for. the com- 
mon defense. He thought it would be 
prudent for the colonies, now spend- 
ing largely on defensive armament, to 
consult the wide experience of the 
home authorities on the subject, and 
he hoped the present occasion would 
be improved upon for that purpose. 

Lord Rosebery, proposing “The 
Houses of Legislature, Home and Colo- 
nial,” said he hoped this unparalleled 
gathering would not separate without 
an effort to draw closer the bonds of 
empire. 

The Marquis of Salisbury, responding 
for the House of Lords, confessed that 
the misgivings he had when the colo- 
nial legislatures were first created were 
entirely unfounded. He said: “If these 
Legislatures are able to exercise self- 
control and to fulfill their high ideal, 
they will produce an empire such as 
the world has not yet seen. There is 
talk of fiscal union and of military un- 
ion. Both may, to a certain extent, be 
good things, but they will not be the 
basis upon which our empire will rest. 
It will rest upon the growth of sympa- 
thy and of common thought and feeling 
between the mother country and the 
colonies.”’ 

The Rt. Hon. Joseph Chamberlain, 
Secretary of State for the Colonies, re- 
sponded for the House of Commons. He 
made no allusion to the Colonial Office, 

The whole proceedings were most en- 
thusiastic. The Prince of Wales has 


rarely, if ever, spoken so impressively 


and feelingly as in his speeches toast- 
he guests. 

‘Laurier sat on the right 
hand of the Prince of Wales and 
Whitelaw Reid, the special envoy of 
the United States to the jubilee festiv- 
ities, on the left of the Prince. The 
latter showed his keen interest by 
waiting to the end of the speech-mak- 
ing, which was close upon midnight, 
The Prince was in an excellent humor. 
He chatted gayly with Mr. Reid and 
Mr. Laurier, and laughted heartily at 
the jokes of the speakers. 


The Logan Unveiling. 

CHICAGO, June 18.—Twenty Gover- 
nors of as many States in the Union 
have signified their intention to be in 
Chicago at the unveiling of the Logan 
monument, July 22, It is expected that 
at least two-thirds of the other Goy- 
ernors, to whom invitations have been 
sent, will accept and make Logan day 
the occasion of one of the most not- 
able assemblies of State executives in 
the history of Chicago.

Two of Them Might Have Been

DEAD MAN’S WIFE TESTIFIES. 
VIFFERENCES WITH HER HUS- 


BAND HAD BEEN SETTLED. 


Accidental Shooting at Nevada City. 
Attempted Murder at Chico—Mrs. 
Yarde-Buller’s Visit—Woman 
Burgiar’s Confession. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE. } 

SAN FRANCISCO, June 18.—One of 
the most important witnesses at the 
Coroner’s inquest today was Mrs. Dora 
Hoffman, widow of the dead merchant. 
She told the story of her home life, de- 
seribed the conditions under which she 
had written her apparently significant 
letters, and assured the jury that her 
husband and herself were happy in 
their domestic lives. Mrs. Hoffman re- 
lated the circumstances under which 
her mother and her husband disagreed. 

Dr. Gallagher analyzed the tragedy, 
so far as the wounds could give a rec- 
ord. Two witnesses, Rupert Manuel 
and F. Farnsworth, gave testimony 
supporting Figel’s statements of his 
doings on the evening of the murder. 

THE TESTIMONY. 

SAN FRANCISCO, June 18.—The 
Hoffman inquest was resumed this 
morning, and a number of witnesses 
were examined by Coroner Hawkins, 
but no new light was thrown upon the 
mystery surrounding the death of the 
Battery-street merchant, their testi- 
mony forthe most part being.collaieral. 

Dr. John Gallagher, who performed 
the autopsy upon the body of the de- 
ceased, stated that, in his opinion, all 
wounds found in Hoffman’s head could 
not have been self-inflicted. He ad- 
mitted that two might have been self- 
inflicted, but at the same time said 
that, from their nature, it was very im- 
probable that they were, while the 
third could not possibly have been. Dr. 
Morgan confirmed this opinion. 

Mrs. Tora Hoffman, widow of the 
deceased, was then called, and testified 
to the effect that her husband had left 
home on the morning of June 1 in the 
usual frame of mind, and that while 
he was not on good terms with her 
mother, Mrs. Alexander, because she 
wanted to withdraw her money from 
the firm, his relations with her were al] 
that could be desired. She explained 
the letters which she had written to 
her husband, and the letter to her 
uncle, which had fallen into her hus- 
band’s hands, and insisted that the 
matter had been satisfactorily settled 
three months ago. On-the night of his 
death she waited for her husband un- 
til 7:30 o'clock, and not being able to 
reach him by telephone, sent the nurse 
girl down to the office to ascertain 
why he was so late. 

Farnsworth, the artist, said that he 
saw Figel on a ferry-bound car at 6:24 
o'clock on the evening of June 1, and 
subsequently saw the book-keeper on 
the San Rafaée)_ boat. 

Chief of Police Lees took the stand 
for the fourth time, and read one of 
the four statements made to him by 
Figel after the tragedy. It was merely 
a repetition of the business affairs of 
the firm, already published. 


SUING SIX STEPCHILDREN. 


John Tully’s Widow Wants a Share 
of the Estate. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

“SAN JOSE, June 18.—The suit of Mrs. 
Sarah Tully against her six stepchil- 
dren to recover possession of 1268 acres 
of land valued at $200,000, for $24,000 
rents since 1894, and $6000 damages for 
alleged unlawful detainer, is now on 
trial here. 

Sarah Tully is the widow of John 
Tully, an old pioneer and rich rancher. 
, The plaintiff was the second wife, and 
was quite young when she married 
Tully, about twelve years ago. The 
marriage was an unhappy one, and the 
young wife sued for divorce. While 
this suit was pending, Tully deeded all 
his property to the children of the first 
wife. Mrs. Tully was given a divorce, 
and the court held the deeds to be null 
and void so far as the wife was con- 
cerned. Later there was a reunion 
and remarriage, the young woman 
again becoming Tully’s wife, although 
he had attempted to cut her off with- 
out property. 

Some two years ago Tully died. Be- 
fore his death he had conveyed an un- 
divided one-third interest in the land 
to his wife, but for some unknown rea- 
son changed this and made another 
deed conveying all the property to the 
six children by his first wife. The suit 
is to set aside the last deed and recover 
possession of the land.

MEXICAN TRADE. 


INCREASE IN FREIGHT SHIPMENTS 
FROM SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA. 


Setting Up the Skeleton of a Whale 
at Long Beach—Fourth of July 
Rates—The Railroad Crossing on 
First Street Removed, 


The Terminal officials say that the 
trade between Southern California and 
Mexico is growing at a gratifying rate 
as the result of the touching of the 
Mexican steamers of the Pacific Coast 
Steamship Company at San Pedro and 
Redondo. A number of local business 
houses have representatives in Mexico 
at present, building up a market for 
their goods. The amount of freight 
shipped grows with each trip of the 
steamers. In return for what is sent 
south from Southern California, other 
freight is being brought back from 
Mexico, notably grain and hides. 
Whether or not this branch of trade 
will develop much depends entirely 
upon the action of Congress in the 
tariff matter.

Some weeks ago, 
without obtaining permission from the 
city authorities, laborers went to work 
and laid a new railroad crossing at this 
corner, where the tracks of the South- 
ern Pacific are crossed by the Los An- 
geles Railway Company’s line to Boyle 
Heights. There was already one cross- 
ing, but the explanation was that the 
sécond crossing was inserted in order 
to curve the main track for a short 
time, that a better and more durable 
crossing might be inserted in the old 
place. The new crossing was laid in 
such a solid and permanent manner 
that suspicion was aroused that the 
company meant to go ahead and 
some night lay a double track along 
Alameda street. The city three times 
commanded that the crossing be taken 
up, and at last the nommand has been 
obeyed.

TRADE WITH CUBA, 


— 


Has Fallen Of More Than One-half 
in Three Vears. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, June 18.—A signifi- 
cant report on our trade with Cuba 
from 1887 to 1897, prepared by Chief 
Hitchcock of the Foreign Markets sec- 
tion of the Agricultural Department, 
has been promulgated by Secretary of 
Agriculture Wilson. statistics 
show very clearly the effect of 
present hostilities in Cuba upon the 
commercial intercourse of the United 
States with that island. 

During the last fiscal year, 1896, the 


total value of our Cuban trade has 
amounted to only $47,458.610, as com- 
pared with $102,864,204 in 1893, the year 


preceding the breaking out of the war. 
There was a falling off of more than 
50 per cent. in three years. 

Reports already available for the 
eurrent fiscal year indicate a still fur- 
ther decline, the records for the nine 
months ending March 31, 1897, placing 
the total value of the trade for that 
period as low as $14,926,817. At this rate 
the figures for the fiscal year, 1898, will 
hardly reach $20,000,000, or less than 
one-fifth the value recorded in 1893. 

The report also demonstrated that in 
past years our imports from Cuba 
have generaly been much in excess of 
our exports to that island, the balance 
of trade being decidedly against the 
United States. 

STARTLING COMMUNICATION. 

LONDON, June 18.—The Washington 
correspondent of the Daily Chronicle 
declares that President McKinley has 
instructed Gen. Woodford, the Minis- 
ter to Spain, to demand reparation and 
indemnity for the death of the late 
Dr. Ruiz, and to intimate to Spain 
that if she refuses to grant freedom 
to Cuba she must be prepared to yield 
it by force, which would mean large 
sacrifices of men and money. The 
Daily Chronicle, alluding editorially to 
this dispatct# says: “We wait for con- 
firmation before commenting upon the 
startling communication.”

WITH AN EBONY CANE. 


GEORGE W. PARSONS STANDS OFF 
A COWARDLY FOOTPAD. 


The Fellow Fires Three Shots at 
His Intended Victim Without Ef- 
fect, and Escapes Before the Po- 
lice Reach the Scene. 


Highway-robbery stock took a tum- 
ble late Thursday night, from which 
it is not likely to recover for some time 
to come. Local operators .in that line 
of industry are said to be abashed and 
indignant that the business has sunk 
to such a level that victims no longer 
respect the footpad, nor his command, 
“Hands up,” but sail into him with 
walking canes and things. e of the 
leading lights of the profession nearly 
had the life whaled out of him Thurs- 
day night by a gentleman who couldn't 
see his way clear to stand and deliver 
to an armed coward behindatree. The 
gentleman was) George W. Parsons, 
broker, who lives at No. 1026 Olive 
Street, and the hold-up took place on 
Olive street between Ninth and Tenth. 
Mr. Parsons was strolling homeward at 
about 10:30 p.m., and had reached the 
point named when a masked man 
stepped quickly to his side and called 
to him to throw up his hands. He did 
throw up one hand—the one in which 
he carried a small but:heavy ebony 
cane, and with that weapon he struck 
aside the pistol that was pointed at 
his head. At the same instant the fel- 
low’s pistol was discharged, and the 
ball flew past Parsons’s head at a safe 
distance. The cane again rose and fell, 
this time across the pistol hand and 
shoulder of the robber, and again the 
pistol “barked,” but the ball went wide 
of the mark. 

Parsons pressed the masked robber 
80 closely that the fellow turned and 
jumped from the sidewalk across the 
gutter and ran to the middle of the 
street, where he turned and leveled his 
pistol again. His action was deliberate 
and Parsons, being unable to reach him 
again with a cane, dodged behind a 
tree. The footpad fired, and the bullet 
struck the box that inclosed the tree. 
Then the fellow ran across Olive 
street, Jumped a fence and disappeared. 
The shots aroused several persons in 
the neighborhood, and just as the rob- 
ber disappeared two or men came 
out of their houses to ascertain the 
cause of the firing. In a few moments 
two policemen appeared, having come 
from distant beats, and they made a 
search in the immediate vicinity, but 
could find in the dark no trace of the 
robber. 

During the past six months nearly @ 
dozen hold-ups and robberies have oc- 
curred within a few blocks of the scene 
of Thursday night’s encounter, and the 
robbers have been neither caught nor 
frightened away by the police. The 
beats in that part of the city. are so 
extended that it is impossible for the 
patrolmen to guard the streets at night, 
and it is easy for a prowler to select 
for his operations a time when the 
nearest policeman is at least half a 
mile away. The belated citizen must 
be prepared either to defend himself or 
to submit to robbery. a

BROTHERS IN TROUBLE. 


Disposed of Their Employers’ Prop-« 
erty and Pocketed the Receipts. 
James G. Hawkins and his brother 

William are prisoners at the City Jail. 

The former is charged with petty lar- 

ceny, and the latter is held as a wit- 

ness. The arrest was made at the in- 
stance of Z. L. Parmelee & Co., the 

South Spring-street crockery and hard- 

ware dealers, in whose employ the 

Hawkins brothers had been for a long 

time prior to their arrest. James Haw- 

kins had had charge of the gas-fixture 
department of the store for over @ 
year. 

About four months ago a big short- 
age was discovered in the accounts of 
this department. A great deal of stock 
was missing, and investigation showed 
that Hawkins had disposed of it, pock- 
eting the receipts. The two brothers 
were taken into custody. but were not 
booked, as the head of the gas-fixture 
department acknowledged the crime 
and offered to make good the shortage.

A 
search warrant was secured and the 
rooms occupied by the brothers ran- 
sacked by the officers. A large quan- 
titv of articles in addition to those 
pawned was found, all of which the 
elder brother confessed to have taken 
from the Parmelee establishment six 
months ago. The case will be tried in 
the Police Court today.

A PIONEER CLASS, 


READY TO VENTURE INTO THE 
WORLD OF BUSINESS. 


First Commencement of the Com- 
mercial Department of the Los 
Angeles High School. 


ONLY ONE ORATION DELIVERED. 


W. C. PATTERSON TELLS 


WIN SUCCESS. 


HOW TO 


J. H. Francia, Head of the Commer- 
cial Department, Describes Ita 
Work and Tells About 
Its Aimsa. 


The first commencement of the com- 
mercial department of the Los Angeles 
High School took place last evening at 
Music Hall. A class of twenty-four, 
after two years of effort for a business 
education, received its diplomas, and 
there were short exercises, consisting 
of an oration by Hubert Morgan, 4 
member of the class; addresses by W. 
C. Patterson, J. H. Francis, head of the 
commercial department; Principal W. 
H. Housh of the High School, anid Su- 
perintendent of Schools Foshay, inter- 
spersed with music. 

After a selection by the High School 
Orchestra the curtain rose, revealing 
the graduates, the speakers of the even- 
ing, the faculty and the Board of Edu- 
cation, seated in rising tiers on a 
stage whose walls were hung with two 
enormous American flags, the glowing 
colors forming a beautiful background 
for the dainty White gowns of the girls 
and the black attire of the young men. 
Here and there on the platform were 
palms rising from masses of flowers, 
and shining in the gleam of the foot- 
lights were the endless bunches and 
baskets of lovely blossoms which 
awaited the graduates. At either side 
of the proscenium arch was a clump of 
graceful papyrus, and there flaunted 
the banners the commercial course 
students have carried in fiesta time. 

H. Francis, head of the depart- 
ment, delivered a clear-headed, inter- 
esting address on the place the com- 
mercial school fills in the world’s sys- 
tems of education, and tts relation with 
other forms of educational work. 

“There has been great commercial de- 
velopment of late years,’ he said. “In 
every city there are private schools 
which are called commercial colleges; 
they have demonstrated that boys and 
girls can be taught to take charge of 
business affairs intelligently. There was 
a feeling that the work of the ordinary 
school was a trifle too much shaped as 
a preparation for the university. Over 
ninety per cent. of our children never 
reach the High School. It is these that 
the commercial course sought to reach, 
to better equip them for the battles of 
life, and to keep them one, two, or 
three years longer at school. 

“We are a nation of business men 
and women, a nation of one hundred 
million people who love_money. Daz- 
zling rewards are offered iifgreat busi- 
ness enterprises. Business Wound up 
with sociology, morality and religtag, | 
and we must study its underlying prob- 
lems. 

“The college has its place, and the 
commercial school its. There is not 
one teacher among us who would not 
advise a boy or girl to go through 
6ome great university if he could. Peo- 
ple say that a college education is not 
practicable. It is eminently practicable 
in fitting people for life. How often 
do you find a college graduate begging 
his bread, or an inmate of some char- 
itable institution? So rarely that such 
a thing is commented on with wonder. 
But valuable as is a university educa- 
tion, not every one can obtain it, and 
it is especially for such as those the 
commercial course is planned. 

“The subjects taught in this course 
should be broad and not narrow. The 
course should be long enough to give 
the pupils time to well prepare them- 
selves for life’s duties. You must give 
us your aid. We have tried to fit these 
students well. Give them all the en- 
couragement and aid you can. I be- 
speak for the course much success in 
the future.” 

Miss Estelle Catherine Heartt sang 
“Oh, the Pity o’ It” in a very sweet 
contralto voice. Hubert Morgan, the 
one speaker chosen to represent the 
class, gave an oration and a valedic- 
tory which were interesting and well 
delivered. 

“We are living in a time of remark- 
able changes,” he said. “It is a time 
of specialization. One must concen- 
trate his efforts on one thing in order 
to achieve success. Until two genera- 
ticns ago the spinning wheel was an 
indispensible article of furniture. Now 
comes the factory, with tireless ma- 
chinery. No longer do we burden the 
ox, but over the ehining rails the 
mighty forces of electricity and steam 
carry the people of today. Fifty years 
ago business was of a local character. 
Transportation facilities were limited, 
But 
this is an age of competition. Business 
has become a ecience. So far there has 
been comparatively little progress’ in 
teaching it. What is needed is a 
broader line of business education, 
something which will give the student 
a glimpse into business life. 

“Los Angeles is among the first cities 
of the land to found a commercial de- 
partment. It was two years ago this 
was organized. Tonight we have the 
honor of being the first class to grad- 
uate from a commercial department of 
the public schools. It is proper that 
we express our gratitude.” Mr. Mor-, 
gan addréssed warm words of farewell 
to his classmates and teachers. 

After a selection by the orchestra, W. 
C. Patterson delivered an dddress full 
of meaty suggestions on the only way 
to achieve genuine success in the world 
of business. He spoke in part as fol- 
lows: 

“I most heartily approve of the idea 
of young people securing business edu- 
cations. Lawyers, doctors, preachers, 
teachers, sailors, or even dressmak- 
ers, are all the better equipped for 
their vocations if they have learned 
the fundamentals of arithmetic, book- 
keeping, penmanship, correspondence, 
and a knowledge of commercial usages 
and customs. 

“Permit me to say to each of you, 
if you expect to become a business 
man or business woman, and believe 


that you possess the right kind of sense 


and executive ability, get into business | 2"4 


for yourself as soon as possible, 
only to have a peanut stand. If you 
are not then mistaken in your own 
estimate of yourself, you will soon de- 
velop your faculties and enlarge your 
possibilities. 

“Each individual has his own pe- 
culiar adaptability. One may be the 
material from which a good preacher 
can be made, another a lawyer. doctor, 
merchant, and so on. Try to find your 
proper avocation and stick to it. If | 
you are to become a book-Keeper, | 
determine .to be the very best in | 
town. During the past two years of! 
hard times, when there have been 
armies of unemployed, I have observed 
the fact that rarely ever is any one 
out of work who is really an expert in 
his trade or profession. 

“Among the necessary qualifications 
to success. none is perhaps more im- 


if | 


portant than promptness. Don't 
your work get ahead of you It @ 
easier to keep up than to catch Up 
Self-control is an indispensable quall- 
fication. Punctuality is another preé= 
requisite to correct and successful busi- 
ness habits. Speed is valuable so far 
as it can be attained without sacrifieé 
of accuracy, but never allow youre 
selves to proceed more rapidly than i@ 
consistent with thoroughness. Culti- 
vate the faculty of quick and clear 
decision. The secret of many a sUée 
cess reposes in the ability to think 
quickly and act without hesitating. 
“Whatever may be your walk in life, 
letter-writing is sure to be an impor. 
tant item. Some of the principal 
requisites of a good correspondent are: 
English, condensation, directness, 
brevity, the tendency not to treat teem 
many subjects in the same letter, and 
diplomacy. Make it your practice and 
habit to answer all letters promptly. 
To those who expect to become book- 
keepers I would say, simplify your 
System, make every entry so clear as 
to require no explanation, and record 
every transaction when it occurs. Be- 
come quick and accurate in the funda- 
mental rules of arithmetic and make 
yourselves expert in rapid calculations. 
“Don't lose your head. If you find 
yourself getting confused, atop a little 
and compose yourself. Don’t talk too 
much. Don't tell all you know, for 
then others will know as much as 
you do. Keep something in reserve. ‘ 
“Always preserve your self-respect. 
Nothing is ever lost by standing up for 
your rights and insisting upon the 
treatment which is your due. He who 
does not have a proper respect for 


himself will not have the esteem of 
others. 


Form the habit of be- 
ing always courteous and agree- 
able. but do not be too amiable.

“Don't seatter your resources, but 
concentrate your capital and your en- 
ergies. This is a day of specialties. 
Don't invest_in enterprises in whose 
management and control you have no 
voice. Make a close study of human na- 
ture and adapt yourselves to the nate 
ural peculiarities of those with whom 
you come in contact.

GEN. ROSECRANS TO THE PRESIDENT. 

Elsewhere in Tue this morn- 
ing is printed a second letter from Gen. 
W. S. Rosecrans to the President, bear- 
ing in strong and vigorous language 
upon the extraordinary action of the 
Secretary of War in withholding the ad- 
vertisement for bids for the construc- 


gance on the part of any, executive 
officer of this government, no imatter 
how high his station, and the man 
who attempts it ‘fs sure to bring a 
hornets’ nest about his ears that will 
be not only discomforting but dan- 
gerous, 

It appears that the Secretary of 
War is greatly concerned about the 
terms, “a harbor for commerce and of 
refuge,” as though these were two 
Separate and distinct harbors; but 
there is no ground for any such con- 
cern. The law whfch provided for 
the appointment of a commission to 
locate a deep-sea harbor, either at’ San 
Pedro or at Santa Monica, as might 
be determined after thorough and 
complete examination and survey, is 
so plain that a schoolboy.must under- 
stand it. In so far as the work on 
the deep-water harbor at San Pedro 
is concerned, the inner harbor cuts no 
more figure than it does with the 
work on the harbor at Galveston, al- 
though, without doubt and with en- 
tire propriety, it had much to do with 
determining the location. What is 
called for is the construction of a 
breakwater, as indicated in the plans 
of the distinguished commission, as 
necessary to the establishment of a 
harbor “for commerce and of refuge.”’ 
Such construction is being delayed, if 
not prevented, by the arbitrary and 
unlawful act of an official who is un- 
der oath to support the Constitution 


tion of a deep-sea harbor at San Pedro, 
in accordance with the law. 

Gen. Rosecrans does not use oily 
phrases nor indulge in the mellifluous 
language of diplomacy, but he attacks 
the subject with the same spirited 
sweep and vigor with which he was 
wont to send his brigades crashing 
into the enemy’s works on the blood- 
red fields of war. 

In this communication to the Presi- 
dent, his old military commander 
treats with especial force upon the 
visionary difficulties that the Secretary 
of War has conjured up to prevent his 
action under the law, and shows how 
utterly ridiculous is the proposition 
advanced that submarine rocks and 
imaginary islands in the inner harbor 
at San Pedro must of necessity pre- 
vent the construction of “a harbor for 
commerce and of refuge” (to quote the 
language of the act) at the deep-water 
point fixed by the board of officers 
authorized by Congress. 

The general well says that “the See- 
retary of War has not and cannot ar- 
rogate to himself legislative powers, 
which rest only with the people, ex- 
pressed through their duly-elected rep- 
resentatives. in Congress. Were it 
otherwise, corrupt or weak Cabinet 
officers could strike at the very life 
of legislation and nullify or suspend 
laws according to their: vicious wills. 
In fact. once admit that a Cabinet offi- 
cer, whose functions are purely execu- 
tive, has the power to nullify or sus- 
pend a law, and thus set at defiance 
the will of the people, then we can 
Say that the life and liberties of a free 
people are at an end, and that the 
grand sentiment that this is ‘a govern- 
ment of the people, for the people and 
by the people’ is but the idle utterance 
of some canting political orator.” 

These are brave. strong words: and 
this is a time for strong words and for 
brave action. Gen. Rosecrane puts the 
"Matter squarely and tersely. If the 
Secretary of War or any other mem- 
ber of the President's Cabinet can sit 
in judgment as a court of last resort 
upon one law of Congress, he may 

wpon another; he may nullify a dec- 
laration of war against a foreign power 
that is thundering its cannon at the 
gates of our metropolis; he may re- 
fuse to send tents to the sufferers by a 
great fire; he may decline to distribute 
funds voted for the aseistance of men, 
women and children made homeless 
by floods in our rivers; he may quib- 
ble over any enactment of the law- 
making power, and instead of obeying 
orders jf it breaks owners, set up his 
opinions in contravention thereto and 
argue the question: a!] of which is 
contrary to good sense and in con- 
flict with the very principles of our 
government. The American people 
will not tamely submit to such arro- 


of the United States and obey the law 


of the land; therefore the letter of the 
royal old commander ig telling and 
timely, and we do not doubt it will 
have powerful weight with the nation’s 
chief. 

The people demand simply the en- 
forcement of the laws as they stand, 
and insist that they shall not be nulli- 
fied in the interests of clique or cor- 
poration by the arbitrary will of one 
man. Anything less than thie is nul- 
lification; it is damnable and dis- 
graceful—a shame to the individual 
who stands in the way, and calculated 
to breed contempt of the law and its 
makers among the masses who give 


them sovereignty, power and stand- 
ing. 


THE PRESIDENT’S CUBAN POLICY. 

There has, quite naturally, been 
considerable speculation as to the 
President's attitude toward Cuba, and 
the formal definition of his policy has 
been awaited with much interest. A 
disposition has been manifested in 
some quarters to criticise the admin- 
istration because it did not, immedi- 
ately upon its accession to power, in- 
augurate radical measures in aid of 
the insurgents. But the President has 
kept his own counsel. Upon coming 
into office he was necessarily unfa- 
miliar with the inside facts of our re- 
lations to Spain and to the Cubans, 
with reference to the rebellion. He 
took measures to inform himself on 
all the points at issue, and refused to 
be forced into hasty action, or into any 
decided action, until he was in posses- 
sion of authentic information on mat- 
ters concerning which all sorts of 
wild statements have been made. But 
those who supposed the President was 
indifferent on the subject are likely 
to learn, in the near future, how radi- 
cal was their error. 

Washington dispatches indicate that 
the solution of the Cuban problem 
is near at hand, and that our govern- 
ment is prepared to act an important 
part, if necessary, in bringing to a 
close the reign of terror and bloodshed 
on the island. The inetructions given 
to Gen. Stewart L. Woodford, our new 


Minister to Spain, as outlined in the 
| Associated Press dispatches, are of a 
_ nature calculated to bring matters to 
_a focus. According to the dispatches, 

Gen. Woodford’s task is divided into 
_ three principal parts, the first being 
_ to demand reparation and indemnity 
_ for the death of Dr. Ruiz. The second 
| is “to prepare the Spanish government 
for the inevitable, and the inevitable 
| is the loss of Cuba as a colony.” The 
| third part of his task will be, it is 
| Stated, “the presentation of a distinct 
proposal from the United States as to 
the disposition of Cuba.” The precise 
nature of this proposal is not made 
| public, but the supposition is that it 
is in effect a plan for the purchase of 
Ciiban independence by the Cubans 
themselves, with the United States as 
sponsor, for a cash consideration. The 
President, according to the dispatches, 
has instructed Gen. Woodford to im- 
press upon the public men at Madrid 
these three vital points: 4 


“Firet—The United States is not act-. 


uated by unfriendly feeling toward 
Spain. 

“Second—The United States does not 
desire to take advantage of Spain’s 
troubles with her colony to bring about 
the annexation of Cuba to this coun- 
try. 

“Third—But unless Spain will herself 

make a move toward meeting the in- 
evitable—toward giving Cuba free- 
dom—the United States will be com- 
pelled to interfere, and in the case of 
intervention annexation might natur- 
ally follow.” 


Surely, the policy here announced 


cannot with truth be criticised as lack- 
ing in vigor or definiteness. It goes 
straight to the mark, without evasion 
or circumlocution. It contemplates, 
not merely the recognition of the bel- 
ligerent rights of the Cuban insur- 
gents, but the absolute political inde- 
pendence of Cuba. 

In taking up this broader proposi- 
tion, the President disarms at once 
those hasty critics who would accuse 
him of indifference to the claims of 
the insurgents for recognition, and 
those other specious critics who would 
accuse him of “jingoism.” 

The cause of “free Cuba” has been 
advanced far more by the President's 
quiet, methodical, but determined ac- 
tion, than by the deluge of statesman- 
like eloquence that has been poured 
out in both houses of Congress. Let 
the legislative branch of the govern- 
ment stand firmly in support of the 
Executive in this momentous issue, 
and all will be well. 


WOOD PULP AND THE TARIFF. 

Wood pulp, or wood fibre ground 
into a fine powder and treated with 
chemicals until it is converted into a 
plastic mass, is the material from 
which most of the white paper used in 
printing is manufactured. The Dingley 
Bill, as reported by the Ways and 
Means Committee of the House, in- 
creased the duty’ on wood pulp from 
an ad valorem basis of 10 per cent., 
or about $1 per ton, to a specific basis 
of 1-12 of a cent per pound, or $1.66 
per ton. This change of duty is equiv- 


alent to an increase of about 50 cents 


per ton in the cost of paper, or 2% 
cents per 100 pounds, 

There are excellent reasons for the 
placing of wood pulp on the free list, 
and it is to be hoped that in the new 
tariff law as ultimately enacted it may 
be found there. The enormous con- 
sumption of wood pulp in the manu- 
facture of paper makes serious inroads 
upon forest growth. So long as we 
can draw from abroad a considerable 
proportion of this raw material of 
paper manufacture, so long can we to 
that extent preserve our forests from 
denudation. This consideration is of 
incalculable importance, but it is not 
the only consideration which should 
induce Congress to remit the duty on 
wood pulp. 

So far as the revenue is concerned, 
the government would hardly miss 
that received from importations of 
wood pulp, which last year amounted 
to only $105,282. If the duty be raised, 
as proposed, the revenue derived from 
this source would probably be still 
less, as the imports would be smaller 
in quantity: and the demands upon 
American forest growth would be cor- 
respondingly increased. 

Furthermore, the decrease in foreign 
imports would tend to facilitate the 
efforts of certain large mill-owners to 
bring all of the large newspaper mills 
in New York and New England into a 
gigantic combination or paper trust. 
This is one case in which the tariff 
might be perverted to serve the inter- 
ests of a trust. Free pulp would make 
such a combination difficult, if not im- 
practicable. 

Finally, the proposed increase would 
be detrimental to popular education 
through the dissemination of knowl- 
edge. Our postal laws are especially 
favorable to the transmission through 
the mails of newspapers, magazines 
and other printed matter. Our tariff 
law should likewise recognize the ex- 
pediency of going as far as possible in 
the direction of encouraging the pro- 
duction, at as moderate a cost as prac- 
ticable, of the materials used in the 
production of newspapers, magazines 
and books. The question is quite out- 
side the issue of protection and free 
trade. To increase the cost of news- 
papers would be to restrict the number 
of readers, and so to increase the sum 
total of ignorance, of poverty and of 
crime. Moral considerations § thus 
unite with those of an economic na- 
ture to urge the placing of wood pulp 
upon the free list. 


Senator Vest, declares that flax can- 
not be successfully grown in the 
United States, and that Ireland is the 
only country that can produce it. The 
same Senator declared, in 1890, that 
tin plate could not be manufactured 
in the United States, and that we must 
depend upon England for our sup- 
plies of that commodity. The Ameri- 
can tin-plate mills, which came into 
existence as a result of the protection 
afforded by the McKinley law, have 
now a capacity for the production of 
all the tin plate consumed in the 
United States, and could spare a few 
boxes for export if necessary. Senator 
Vest was wrong in 1890, and is as 
surely wrong in 1897. 


An anxious inquirer wants to know 
if the kanakas, when we have acquired 
them by treaty, will all be Populists. 
From the way they wear their hair such 
seems probable, but a universal graft- 
ing of whiskers will be necessary in 
order for them to be initiated into full 
and complete memoership. Antelope 
Valley’ should start up a whisker 
nursery in anticipation of the great 
populistic boom that is likely to strike 
the new sea-washed territory as soon 
as we have yanked it bodily under the 
aegis of the Old Flag. 


A definite treaty of alliance between 


France and Russia has been com-: 


pleted and will be signed by the Em- 
peror Nicholas and President. Faure, 
on behalf of their respective govern- 
ments, on the occasion of the ap- 


proaching visit of M. Faure to St. 


Petersburg. The treaty, it is alleged, 
has been in process of formation since 
1889. Two Czars of Russia and three 
Presidents of France have had a hand 
in its construction, the negotiations 
often being suspended, because of 
deaths, resignations or other causes of 
interruption. So elaborately wrought 
an instrument, of authorship so illus- 
trious, ought to “hold water” until 
the crack of doom, 


The Porte, we are assured in tlre 
dispatches, has abandoned the policy 
of delay and decides to accept the ad- 
vice of the powers. But the sick man 
of Europe keeps on recruiting his 
army and buying guns galore, prob- 
ably intending to snoot up the con- 
cert if it aoesn’t strike the key that 
sults him.

VALET AND DETECTIVE. 


AN IMPORTED ENGLISHMAN SUES 
FOR HIS BACK PAY. 


Alleges That He Was Employed by 
Banker Wilsen to Find Out 
Who Was Writing Mean Things 
About the Latter’s Daughter—His 
Claims are Denied.

NEW YORK, June 18.—[Special Dis- 
patch.] Albert V. Sugden, the imported 
English valet, at one time employed by 
Richard T. Wilson, the Wall-street 
banker and father of Mrs. Ogden 
Goelet, Orme Wilson and Grace Wilson, 
who married young Cornelius Vander- 
bilt last summer against a storm of 
protests from the Vanderbilts, has sued 
Banker Wilson for $1030, Which he says 
he earned as a detective. 

Sugden says Wilson employed him to 
find out who was writing anonymous 
letters to society, insinuating mean 
things against young Mrs. Grace Wil- 
son-Vanderbilt. He says Wilson prom- 
ised him $1000 for the work of trying to 
find out who was using Knickerbocker 
Club stationery to write scurrillous let- 
ters: on; that he did find out who had 
the stationery, though he could not get 
hold of any of the fellow’s writing, but 
after matters had quieted down Wilson 
discharged him and never paid the 
$1000 offered. Wilson did offer’ to 
pay his passage back to Europe, which 
he refused. Sugden says $30 is due as 
the promised increase of pay as valet, 
from $80 to $45 a month, which increase, 
agreed upon in December, was not paid 
for the remaining two months of his 
employment by Wilson, and Sugden al- 
leges that whenever he has obtained 
employment he has lost it again 
through the influence of Wilson. 

Deiancy Nicoll is counsel for Wilson. 
The answer admits that Sugden was 
employed at $30 a month, but denies 
every other allegatien of Sugden’s com- 
plaint. Nicoll says it lgoks like an at- 
tempt to blackmail Wilson. The trial 
of the suit would result in the airing of 
much gossip that has disrupted society 
and estranged the members of the Four 


Hundred. 


The opposition of the marriage of 
Cornelius, Jr., to Grace Wilson was 
strenuous, and since the marriage, 
whieh no Vanderbilt attended, the 
bridal pair have been cut dead by all 
Vanderbilts and their closest friends. 
After the wedding the young couple 
went to Europe, and then it was that 
anonymous letters began to appear in 
the mail of the Wilson family, the 
Vanderbilts and other families of their 
set, and at the newspaper offices. These 
letters were written on stationery and 
sealed with the seals of the Knicker- 
bocker and Metropolitan clubs. They 
were scurrillous in the extreme. 


The Adams Birthplaces. 


QUINCY  (Mass.,) June 18.—The 
birthplaces of Presidents John and 
John Quincy Adams have been re- 
opened to the public. The John Adams 
house is in charge of Adams Chap- 
ter Daughters of the Revolution, and 
the Quincy Historical Society has un- 
dertaken the work of preserving the 
John Quincy Adams house. Both of 
the old houses have been refurnished 
to correspond to the old colontal times. 


Prayer for the Queen.

Strong, Clear, Plain Statements of 


the Situation Made to the Presi- 
dent of the United States. 


WHAT GEN. ROSECRANS SAYS. 


NO GOOD EXCUSE FOR SECRETARY 
ALGER’S NON-ACTION, 


Action Taken by the Chamber of 
Commerce, Free Harbor League, 
Board of Trade, and Mer- 
chants’ Association. 


The friends of San Pedro Harbor 
are not sleeping on their oars or rest- 
ing on their arms. The campaign to 
compel action by an unwilling and ex- 
cuse-hunting Secretary of War goes 
steadily on, albeit it may not be prose- 
cuted with, the accessories of a brass 
band and shouting from the house- 
tops. The following letters and official 
statements addressed to the President 
of the United States show something 
of the work that is being done in this 
behalf:

ROSECRANS (Cal.,) June 18, 1897.— 
{To the Editor of The Times:] As 
one thoroughly identified with the in- 
terests of Southern California, I take 
pleasure in sending you a copy of a 
letter to my old comrade, President 
McKinley, urging his personal action 
in promptly taking up the matter of 
improving San Pedro Harbor in ac- 
cordance with the act of Congress 
providing for this much-needed work. 
Hampered by ill-health, I cannot do 
much effective work, but as one con- 
versant with the merits of this mat- 
ter, I felt it my duty to protest at the 
unseemly delay of the Secretary of 
War, and to show the President the 
vital necessity of prompt action in 
commencing actual work on a matter 
that is of vast importance to our State. 
No selfish corporate interests should be 
allowed to interfere for an instant in 
carrying out this work. Having con- 
fidence in favorable action by the 
President as soon as he is informed

TO THE PRESIDENT. 


Letter of His 014 Commander, Gen. 
Rosecrans, on the Harbor Matter. 


ROSECRANS (Cal.,) June 11, 1897. 

Maj. William McKinley, White House, 
Washington, D. C.—My dear comrade: 
Although debarred from correspondence 
by ill-health, I must make a _ tardy 
acknowledgment of your reply to my 
letter of some weeks ago. Outside 
of your own assurances, I felt certain 
that you would give your earnest at- 
tention to the subject of my letter, 
namely, prompt action by the War De- 
partment in proceeding with the work 
of improving San Pedro Harbor, in 
accordance with the enabling act of 
Congress. 

In the interval the peculiar delay of 
the Secretary of War, in spite of his 
public statements through the press 
that his office would promptly prepare 
to advertise for bids for the necessary 
work on San Pedro Harbor; his spe- 
cial pleading of ignorance as to what 
the law requires him to do, and his 
contrasting assumption of superior ac- 
curacy in making estimates over the 
heads of the four distinguished engin- 
eers of the last Harbor Commission; 
his discovery of insurmountable ob- 
stacles and engineering difficulties in 
removing divers islands and sundry 
submarine rocks from the bed of the 
inner bay of San Pedro—all these 
things are to him, perhaps, an ex- 
cuse for delay and query; but the peo- 
ple of California, with jealous’ eyes, 
look to him as a purely executive offi- 
cer to promptly carry out the simple 
instructions of an act of Congress 
which is final and mandatory, and the 
people of this State feel sure of their 
position when they emphatically state 
that the Secretary of War has not, 
and cannot arrogate to himeelf, leg- 
islative powers, which rest only with 
the people, expressed through their 
duly-elected representatives in Con- 
gress. 

Were it otherwise, corrupt or weak 
Cabinet officers could strike at the 
very life of legislation and nullify or 
suspend laws according to their vicious 
wills. In fact, once admit that a Cabi- 
net officer, whose functions are purely 
executive, has the power to nullify or 
suspend a law, and thus set at defiance 
the will of the people, then we can say 
that the life and liberties of a free 
people are at an end, and that the 
grand sentiment that this is a “govern- 
ment of the people, for the people and 
by the people” is but the idle utterance 
of some canting political orator! 

You know that your old commander 
gave five of the best years of his life 
to the preservation, in their entirety, of 
the liberties and institutions of our 
great modern miracle of popular gov- 
une United states of America. 
On many a weary march you, as a 
patriot and soldier, gave your young 
years to the service of our glorious 
country, and God forbid that either of 
us should live to see one iota of its 
liberties usurped by any citizen of this 
nation, be he Senator or Cabinet officer, 
who, by willful act, delay or neglect, 
shall fail to carry out the laws of our 
country as authorized by Congress 
through its legislative powers. Pardon 
my earnestness, but my friendship for 
you, a friendship cemented by the ties 
of comradeship in field and camp; my 
interest in the success of your ad- 
ministration, and my duty as a repre- 
sentative citizen, duly infonmed in the 
premises, compel me to write to you 
and to strongly urge your personal ac- 
tion in seeing that justice is done to 
our people here in the matter of speedy 
commencement of work at San Pedro 
Harbor, which has always been shown 
by able and disinterested engineers, to 
be worthy of the improvement as a 
harbor of refuge, commerce and de- 
fence; and as a tribute to their judg- 
ment our government has already ex- 
pended, with great beneficial results at 
this same site, over $800,000. In my last 
letter to you I called attention to the 
fact that not only would further de- 
lay by the Secretary of War be ill- 


advised, but that your administration 
itself would suffer if favorable action 
were not soon taken. Already there is 
great party disaffection on this har- 
bor issue, which, from being merely a 
Pacific Coast question, is fast assum- 
ing a shape that may make it a ques- 
tion of national importance. Your 
many friends on this Coast feel that 
the time has come when your personal 
action is needed in the War Depart- 
ment. Having faith and pride in you, 
they feel that uncalled-for delay in the 
Secretary's office is severely injuring 


your administration in the eyes of the 


people, and thus doing you a great in- 
justice. Bared of specious arguments 
and corporate special pleadings by 
skilled agents official or otherwise, the 
issue to the people of the Pacific Coast 
is plain, and can _be tersely stated 
thus: 

Shall one railway corporation, un- 
loved by the people of this Coast, pre- 
vail in its greed against the wishes of 
99 per cent. of our population in the 
location of a harbor? Is one railway 
corporation more powerful than the 
government? After years of hard fight- 
ing, unanimous reports in favor of San 
Pedro by army engineers, a final de- 
cisive similar report by the last 
board of § arbitration, with the 
necessary money appropriated by 
Congress, are the people of Cal- 
ifornia to be robbed of a free 
harbor by one unscrupulous railway 
corporation? 

Our people turn to William McKinley, 
President of the United States,.to pro- 
tect their interests from delays that 
are dangerous, and from attacks of 
skilled manipulators, official or other- 
wise, who seek to set aside a law of 
Congress and to reopen this harbor 
question with the ultimate object of 
securing a private harbor for the ben- 
efit of a single railway corporation. 

In taking up the grave responsibili- 
ties of your office, with the difficulty of 
carrying out party pledges, with a 
country racked by four years of de- 
pression and suffering, your adminis- 
tration has enough at stake, without 
running the risk of political dishonor 
from even the suspicion that one of 
your Cabinet is delaying in carrying 
out a specific law of Congress, on some 
technical and trivial grounds, with the 
perfectly naturtl inference that this 
unjustifiable hesitancy is influenced by 
an opposing Way corporation for its 
own selfish ends as against the inter- 
ests of free commercial advantages for 
our entire people. Asking your earnest 
personal action in behalf of law and 
good government in the San Pedro 
Harbor matter, and with warm regards,

THE FREE HARBOR LEAGUE. 


Strong and Candid Statement of th 
Harbor Case. 
HEADQUARTERS 

FREE HARBOR LEAGUB, 

Los Angeles (Cal.,) June 5, 1897. 
TO THE PRESIDENT: The Free 
Harbor League of the city of Los An- 
geles has the honor to make the follow- 
ing representations to you, and ask 
your consideration of the facts pre- 

sented: 


I. The established port of Los An- 


geles, a city of more than 100,000 popu-, 


lation, is San Pedro Harbor, the site 
long since chosen by the government 
of the United States; and Congress 
has recently passed an act authorizing 
and directing the further improvement 
of that port by the construction of a 
breakwater, with a view to making it 
a harbor of refuge and of commerce. 

II. Before enacting this law, the sub- 
ject of the harbor and its location was 
debated at great length in the two 
houses, and all facts bearing on the 
matter were brought out and thor- 
oughly considered. The measure was 
passed upon its merits, and without 
even the suggestion of lack of infor- 
mation, carelessness or corruption. 
The location was committed to the de- 
cision of a Board of Harbor Com- 
missioners specially provided for in 
the bill, and these commissioners were 
empowered to finally fix the harbor 
site upon which the appropriation 
(about $2,900,000) should be expended. 

IIl.. That commission, after a most 
rigid and thorough examination of the 
site, again decided in favor of San Pe- 
dro as the proper location for the deep- 
sea harbor authorized by law to be 
constructed off the coast of Los An- 
geles county. This was the third favor- 
able report on that site, two boards of 
United States army engineers having 
previously reported unanimously in 
favor of the same site. 

IV. Under these circumstances and 
conditions, the people of Los Angeles, 
of California and of the Pacific Coast 
had a fair right to expect that the 
Secretary of War, who is charged by 
law with the execution of this harbor 
work, would proceed therewith without 
unnecessary delay; but that officer has, 
on the contrary, delayed action, and, in 
response to a resolutton of the Senate, 
has raised questions regarding the 
meaning and requirements of the act 


which have had the effect of seriously 


retarding the improvement, and even 


of giving the appearance of an attempt

to deliberately obstruct the will of 
Congress. 

V. We feel that this action on the 
part of the Secretary of War is unjus- 
tiflable, and that good faith and re- 
spect for law require him to proceed 
with the work by taking the prelim- 
inary steps in the form of advertising 
for bids for the construction of the 
breakwater. Congress has authorized 
the work, fixed the location through 4 
commission, made the necessary appro- 
priation, and committed the details of 
construction to the Engineer Corps of 
the United States Army under the di- 
rection of the Secretary of War. 

VI. These being the indubitable facts 
in the case, we submit that the hon- 


orable Secretary of War should proceed. 


to the performance of his plain sworn 
duty in the premises; and we ask you 
as the Chief Executive of the nation 
to give the necessary order to secure 
official action. We seek nothing as a 
gratuity, but only that which the law 
itself guarantees in this harbor matter. 
It is not a local affair, but is a national 
improvement, important not merely to 
this city and the adjacent country, but 
to the entire Pacific Coast and to the 
nation at large. It is to be a harbor of 
refuge and of commerce, and may yet 
be needed for a harbor of defense. 

In the light of all the facts surround- 
ing the case, we ask you, Mr. President, 
to give this matter your personal at- 
tention, and to see to it that the law 
is executed.

CLOSE TO DEATH. 


JILTED LOVER’S DETERMINED AT- 


TEMPT AT SELF-DESTRLUCTION. 


Charles Snyder, Cast Aside by the 
Woman Whom He Induced to 
Leave Her Hushand, Swallows a 
Deadly Dose. 


At 9 o’clock last night Charles Snyder, 
an employé of the California Livery 
Stable at No. 373 North Main street, 
and an old hack driver, took a dose of 
morphine with intent to end his life. 
A few minutes before taking the drug 
he informed J. T. Atkins, one of the 
stable proprietors, that his sweetheart 
had cast him aside, and he intended to 
commit suicide. He then walked to @ 
neighboring beer saloon, and turning a 
quantity of morphine into a glass, said 
to a hackman: “This is the medicine 
that is good for the disease I’m suffer- 
ing from.” He swallowed the stuff and 


walked back to the stgble, He began 


a letter to his sweetheart, but aban- 
doned the idea, and lay down in the 
stable office to die. Half an hour 
later he was taken the Receiving Hos- 
pital, where Dr. Hagan and his assist- 
ants worked on him until after mid- 
night. At times his life hung by such 
a slender thread that hope of saving 
him was all but abandoned. It was a 
hard struggle, and the doctor and good 
luck finally won—temporarly, at least. 

Many people are familiar with the 
facts which led up to Snyder's de- 
termined attempt at self-destruction. 
Some parts of the story have been writ- 
ten; all of it has been the subject of 
general gossip. 

About three months ago Snyder went 
to live at the home of his friend, George 
Haney, another hackman, on San 
street, between Fourth and 
Fifth. He rewarded Haney’s hospital- 
ity by making love to his wife, Sadie, 
finally alienating her affections and in- 
ducing her to leave her husband. 
Haney, heart-broken, took a dose of 
“Rough on Rats” poison but the doctors 
interfered with his plan and pulled him 
back to life. He then left for Portland, 
Or., where he now is. A short time 
ago Mrs. Haney tired of Snyder and 
left him. He, after failing in all ef- 
forts to induce her to return, became 
despondent and sought death.

The police find it very difficult to get 
a case that will stick against the Poker 
Davis gang of bunco swindlers because 
the victims almost invariably permit 
themselves to be “squared,” and then 
refuse to prosecute. Such being the 
conditions, what is the matter with ap- 
plying to the Davis gang the methods 
that have proved effective against the 
ether gang? Davis’s chief rival has 
been driven out of business by persist- 
ent worrying, and dares not “turn a 
trick” in the town. Is Davis so well 
fortified that he cannot be attacked in 
the same way? 


It required three positive commands 
and a threat of prosecution from the 
City Council to induce the Southern 
Pacific to remove the crossing at First 
and Alameda streets that had been 
surreptitiously laid in preparaiton 
for a midnight attempt to gobble Ala- 
meda street for a second track. No at- 
tention was paid to the Council’s reso- 
lutions, but when the City Attorney 
was instructed to begin proceedings, 
Uncle’s hired men thought it wiser to 
take their hands off other people’s prop- 
erty for the present. Eternal vigilance 
is not onlv the “price of liberty,” but 
the only safeguard against the depreda- 
tions of the Southern Pacific. 


A morphine fiend, induced by a stool 
pigeon to commit a petty burglary, has 
been sentenced to two years’ imprison- 
ment in San Quentin, where morphine, 
cocaine and other drugs are, or have 
been, obtainable by prisoners. It might 
be a kindness to the wretch to send 
him to Folsom, where the morphine 
habit is cured, not acquired; but even 
that excuse hardly justifies the method 
of his prosecution. The story that was 
told at the pfeliminary’ examination 
\was not true, and the fact that the of- 
ficers would not tell the whole truth to 
the court is in itself sufficient to con- 
demn the “stool-piegon’’ method of in- 
veigling men into the clutches of the 
law. 


With Southern California waters 
teeming with fish of almost every 
known edible salt-water variety, and 
tons of fish caught by sportsmen at the 
various coast resorts daily, going to 
waste, it seems strange that the trus- 
tees of the State Hospital for the In- 
sane at Highland have seen fit to 
award the contract for furnishing fish 
for the institution to a San Francisco 
firm. It may be that the San Fran- 
cisco bid was the lowest, but with fish 
so cheap here as to be almost a drug 
in the market, it is difficult to see how 
a firm 600 miles distant can underbid 
local fishermen. Evidently there is 
something rotten somewhere ‘twixt 
Denmark and Highland, and it may be 
the fish.

are hitched close together, sometimes 
for almost the entire length of the 
block, so that a person desiring to cross 
the street has to walk several hundred 
feet before he gets a chance to do so. 
Since it has been shown that Los An- 
geles has a population of over one hun- 
dred thousand, it might be appropriate 
for the Council once more to remind 
“citizens in carriages’’ that this is no 
longer a cross-town village, and that 
“citizens on foot” have some rights 
which should be respected.

BUNOCOED WILLIAMS SAYS THE 
GAME WAS FAIR. 
Makes Affidavit That He Swore to « 
+ False Complaint Against the 


Poker Davis Gang—He Was 
“Squared.’’ 


T. B. Williams, the Canadian who 
on Monday lost $1560 In a poker game 
with Yenacio Billderian and other card 
sharps, must plead guilty to being 
either a perjurer or an ass. Of course 
if he wishes to plead guilty to being 
both it is not likely anyone will seek to 
prevent him. 

The story of the manner in which 
Williams’s money was taken away 
from him on Monday has been 


told in detail. He told it him- 
self, and swore to a complaint 
against the gamblers. On Thurs- 


day afternoon he stated to a Times 
representative that no part of his 
money had been returned to him and 
he would press the case against Bill- 
derian unless he made satisfactory set- 
tlement. There was no hint that the 
complaint he had sworn to was false. 
He was with Billderain and Poker 
Davis all afternoon and evening on 
Thursday and again yesterday. At last 
some sort of ‘“gatisfactory arrange- 
ment” was made, for Williams went 
before Notary Prager and made the 
following affidavit, If it is the truth, 
(which nobody with an ounce of brains 
will believe) then the sworn complaint 
was a perjury. If the ori com- 
plaint recited the truth, then this docu- 
ment must be false. Here it is: 

LOS ANGELES, Cal., June 18, 1897. 

State of California, Los Angeles 
County. as. 

T. B. Williams being duly sworn, on 
oath says that on the 14th day of June, 
1897, he engaged in a game of draw 
poker with Y. Billderain and others, 
and in such game I lost the sum of $1560; 
that said game was in all respects 
fair and without device, trick or un- 
lawful means, so far as t is in- 
formed or believes, and that I do not 
believe that a criminal offense has been 
committed, and I made complaint only 
at instigation of others and I now be- 
lieve that said prosecution is wrongful 
and unjust.

This case illustrates ‘perfectly the 
bunco game, the methods of the sure- 
thing thieves, the working of the 
‘holler’ policy, the defects of the law 
and the difficulties encountered in at- 
tempts to prosecute the thieves, and 
incidentally it shows how sympathy is 
wasted upon the average victim. 

e is no reason to doubt that 
Williams told the truth when he swore 
that Poker Davis’s bunco gang had 
robbed him of his $1560 check. He did 
not bet that sum and he did not lose it 
fairly. The gang simply took it away 
from him. It was a case of = 
larceny, and the only way to han 
it was to arrest the thieves on a charge 
of felony and lock Williams up as a 
witness, That plan was not pursued, 
and the thieves were permitted to take 
their victim in charge at the door of 
the Police Station and lead him away. 
They “squared” him in some way, 
probably by giving back the whole or 
a part of their plunder, and he gave 
them a certificate of character, caring 
nothing for the law or the public in- 
terests and ready to swear to any- 
thing to get his money. ‘

Lowry on a charge 
of having embezzled county funds, 
Duane Flint, who was arrested by 
means of a stool pigeon of the Sheriff's 
office, was sentenced to two years in 
San Quentin, after pleading guilty toa 
charge of burglary, and Pedro Rivera 
of San Gabriel was fined $20 by Justice 
Wilson.

A SHORT SESSION, 


BOARD OF PUBLIC WORKS DOES 
LITTLE BUSINESS, 


- 


Main Street Will not Be Resurfaced 
With Asphalt Owing to Protest 
of a Majority of Property-own- 
ers—New Street to Be Sprinkled. 


The Board of Public Works did not 
meet yesterday morning, because 
Councilman Blanchard was at Rands- 
burg on business. Councilman Mathuss 
and Ashman, however, decided to hold 
@ meeting in the afternoon to pass 
upon matters of lesser importance, 
leaving the more weighty matters un- 
til Councilman Blanchard’s return. 
The following partial report was for- 
mulated before the board adjourned: 

“Your Board of Public Works begs 
leave to report as follows: In the mat- 
ter of the petition from the Los Ange- 
les National Bank, asking permission 
to have a certain pole removed at the 
corner of Spring and First streets, we 
recommend that the same be granted, 
and the West Side Lighting Company 
be allowed to move the pole as per 
diagram presented. 

“In the matter of the petition from 
Alice G. Stevens et al., asking that a 
cement curb and sidewalk six feet 
wide be constructed on both sides of 
Adams street from Hoover to Congress 
streets, we recommend that the same 
be referred to the City Engineer to 
present the necessary ordinanc of in- 
tention therefor. 

“In°the matter of the petition from 
W. E. Howell et al., asking that Pico 
street be sprinkled from where the 
sprinkling at present terminates to the 
west city limits, a distance of about 
half a mile, we recommend that the 
same be referred to the Superintendent 
of Street Sprinkling to have this street 
sprinkled as petitioned for, the work 
to be paid for out of the Rosedale road 
fund. 

“In reference to the matter of sprink- 
ling Downey avenue from the terminus 
of the electric railway to the city 
limits, we recommend that the same be 
referred to the Superintendent of Street 
Sprinkling, to have the street sprinkled 
according to contract. 

“In the matter of the petition from 
George W. Walker et al., for the re- 
surfacing with asphalt of Main street 
from First to Ninth street, we recom- 
mend that the same be filed, as the 
matter of resurfacing the street has 
been protested against by a@ majority 
of the property-owners on said street, 
and, under the street law, this Council 
is powerless to order this work done 
until six months have elapsed, unless 
a majority of the property-owners in 
the mean time petition to have the im- 
provement made. 

“In the matter of the petition from 
Clark & Bryan, for the grading, grav- 
eling and curbing of Pico street  be- 
tween the west patent boundary of the 
city and Pacific avenue, under the 
Vrooman act, we recommend that the 
Same. be referred to the City Engineer 
to present the necessary ordinance of 
intention.” 

A hearing was also granted to George 
Zobelein, who had protested against 
his assessment in the matter of paviny 
Main street near Thirty-seventh street. 
He represented that his assessment 
was fixed at about $700, which he 
thought excessive, because he owned a 
gore lot of less depth than the front- 
age alone would indicate. Zobelein’s 
plea was that the city should pay a 
“aap of the assessment charged up 

m. 


House Numbering System. 


The City Engineer has completed the 
house-numbering system for that por- 
tion of the annexed district which lies 
west of Hoover street. This includes a 
portion of the Third, Fourth and Fifth 
Wards, lying outside of the old city 
limits. The preparation of the System 
has occupied about six weeks. 


Fire Drill. 

Fire Chief Moore has ordered a fire 
Grill tomorrow at 6 o'clock, in which 
Truck B, with the crew of Engine 
Company No. § and the crew of Engine 
Company No. 3 will take part, on Main 


and Spring streets, north of Fourth 
street. 


Complaints About Poles. 

A number of complaints have been 
made of late to Councilmen individu- 
ally that the various electric and 
street-railway companies are neglect- 
ing to paint their pcles, as required by 
law. <A: delegation of citizens whose 
esthetic senses have been offended by 
the sight of plain, unvarnished poles, 
will wait upon the Couneil in a body 
next Monday to urge that the law of 
the city be enforced. 


Waterworks Report. 


The report of the City Engineer on 
the plant of the City Water Company 
is rapidly taking shape. Investigation 
as to the correctness of the data fur- 
nished by the company has been prac- 
tically completed so far as it deals with 
that portion of the water system lo- 
cated within the city. The examina- 
tion of the reservoir Sites, conduits, 
flumes, rights-of-way, etc., is now un- 
der way. So much of the City Engi- 
neer’s report as bears upon the accur- 
acy of the companys’ data wil! accord- 
ing to present expectations, go to the 
Council one week from next Monday.

{AT THE COURT HOUSE.) 


FRANK E. LOWRY’S TRIAL 


TESTIMONY ALL TAKEN AND OPEN- 
ING ARGUMENT FINISHED. 


The Defense Seeks to Show That 
Lowry’s Superior Officer, County 
Clerk Ward, Was Responsible 
for the Alleged Embezzlement. 


The trial of Frank E. Lowry ona 
charge of embezzling county funds was 
cuncluded yesterday before Judge Lu- 
cien Shaw and a jury in Department 
Five, as far as the taking of testimony 
was concerned. 

The only witness called by the prose- 
cution yesterday morning whose testi- 
mony was of importance was F. C. 
Woodbury, who is a deputy clerk of the 
Supreme Court. Woodbury testified 
that Lowry had come to the Supreme 
Court rooms about the time of his be- 
ing indicted by the grand jury. Wood- 
bury thought it was the evening of the 
day upon which Lowry was indicted. 
Woodbury testified as follows in regard 
to his connection with Lowry at that 
time: 

“Mr. Lowry came into my office and 
I went into the back room with him. I 
asked him, ‘Frank, what is the matter?’ 
He told me he was going to be in- 
dicted, and expected to be indicted by 
the grand jury. I said: ‘What is the 
trouble, Frank.’ He said he was short 
in his accounts and he had no doubt 
but that he would be indicted. ‘Frank,’ 
I asked, ‘is it a fact that vou are short 
in your account there? Have you got 
away with money that belonged to the 
office or the clerk’? Lowry said: “Yes, 
that is correct; I have.’ 

“I asked him if he could not replace 
it, and he said he was going to try and 
do so. I went and got him a telegraph 
blank, and he said he was going to tel- 
egraph to a lady friend of his in St. 
Louis to try and get the money, and he 
thought he could get it. He sent the 
telegram. Lowry said he was short 
some thirteen or fourteen hundred dol- 
lars, and I asked him: ‘Frank, have 
— used the money?’ and he said he 

ad.”’ 

The prosecution then rested its case 
and the defense, after calling a number 
of witnesses to testify to technicalities, 
placed Harry G. Johnson, who was a 
deputy under Ward, on the stand. 
Johnson testified that he had overheard 
a conversation in regard to three war- 
rants, aggregating $1354.95. between 
Ward and Lowry in the County Clerk's 
office.

The 
witness said Lowry had reminded Ward 
that the latter had directed him not to 
enter the $1354.95 on the fee book, and 
Ward had answered that he did not 
think at the time that the sum was so 
few questions, but the court curtailed 
‘large.

Lowry was deputy county clerk 
of Los Angeles county for seven years, 
acting under County .Clerk C. H. Duns- 
moor, J. M. Meredith and T. H. Ward 
successively. In December, 1891, he was 
appointed Ward's chief deputy... From 
$1500 to $10,000 passed through his hands 
every month. Ward, Johnson, Seaver 
and he all had access to the cash 
drawer. 

He collected the $1354.95 on the three 
warrants, and put the money in the 
safe. The three amounts were not 
entered on the fee book because, the 
witness said, he was instructed by 
Ward not to make the entry, on account 
of the shortage in the office. Lowry 
testified that Ward said not to use the 
money, but that if it was found out by 
the grand jury experts or by Mrs. 
Fowler, and especially by Mrs. Fowler, 
she would give him plenty of time in 
which to make it good. 


offices of the Supreme Court, in the 
presence of Seaver, the witness testified 
he told Ward of the shortage, and re- 
minded him that he had told the wit- 
ness not to enter the amounts on the 
fee book. Ward, Lowry said, admitted 
that he did remember telling the wit- 
ness not to make the entry, but did 
not know that the sum was nearly so 
large. On cross-examination Lowry 
said he had endeavored to shield Ward 
while testifying before the grand jury. 

“Well, then,.”” said McComas, “you 
didn't do Ward any good, did you?” 

“I was indicted and he was not,” was 
the answer. Lowry testified that while 
he was before the grand jury, in fact, 
all of the time he knew the investigation 
was going on in regard to the shortage 
in the clerk’s office, he did not think 
the grand jury was intending to indict 
him or look into his part in the busi- 
ness, but rather that of his superior, 
Ward. 

Judge Shaw saved a great deal of 
time by shutting off the long line of 
character witnesses which the defense 
called on the former trial of the case, 
ard were ready to call again, by stat- 
ing that he himself would testify, and 
he thought the State should admit 
that Lowry’s reputation for . truth, 
honesty and integrity, both before and 
after the alleged embezzlement, was 
good. 

R. B. Lovell, a member of the grand 
jury which indicted Lowry, was the 
last witness called. Lovell took the 
stand as a witness for the State. 
He was asked if Lowry testified before 
the grand jury that Ward did not 
know the amount alleged to have been 
embezzled was not entered on the fee 
book. Lovell testified that he could 
not remember exactly what Lowry did 
testify to, but. the substance of his tes- 
timony was that he did not know 
whether Ward knew the shortage was 
left unentered or not. 

Deputy District Attorney McComas 
made the opening argument for the 
prosecution, and the arguments for the 
defense went over until today on ac- 
count of the indisposition of W. 
Variel, Esq., one of the defendant's 
counsel. McComas laid particular stress 
on the theory that if Ward was guilty 
of embezzlement, as the defense al- 
leged, that did not lessen the guilt of 
Lowry, but simply placed him in the 
position of an abettor to the crime. 


TWO LONG YEaRS IN JAIL. 


Duane Flint Says He Was Induced 
to Commit Burglary. 

Duane Flint was sentenced yesterday 
to two years’ imprisonment in the State 
penitentiary at San Quentin for hav- 
ing entered the Castle saloon on the 
corner of Main and Seventh streets, 
with intent to commit larceny. Flint 
was captured by Deputy Sheriff White, 
aided by a “stool pigeon.” When Flint 
was brought into Department One yes- 
terday, Deputy District Attorney Wil- 
lis announced to Judge Smith that he 
wished to file an information charging 
a man with burglary, who was ready 
and willing to plead guilty. 

Willis turned to Flint, who was 
standing near by, and said: “Do you 
want to plead guilty to this charge?” 

“Yes, I want to plead guilty. There 
was a job put up on me, and I was 
brought into it, but I suppose I am 
guilty any way,” answered the man, 
hopelessly. 

Deputy Willis then read the informa- 
tion to Flint, charging him with hav- 
ing entered the building of Lewis 
Reese, and the prisoner pleaded guilty 
to itpe information. 

“What did this man steal?’ asked 
the court of the District Attorney. 

“He didn’t steal anything,” was Wil- 
lis’s answer. ‘“‘As far as my knowledge 
of the case goes, the Sheriff's office had 
information that the burglary was to 


‘be committed, and an officer was sta-

tioned inside, who caught the gentle- 
man as he came through thé window.” 

Judge Smith then asked Flint if he 
had anything to say or any reason to 
give why. sentence should not be passed 
upon him. Flint, on whose features the 
signs of the morphine habit were in- 
delibly stamped, replied that he was 
the ‘“‘victim of an unfortunate habit.” 
The court asked him if-he meant the 
habit of committing burglary. 

The prisoner said: “Two years ago 
I went to San Diego, where 1 was sick 
for a year.

When I recovered, the 
morphine habit was so fixed upon me 
that I was unable to shake it off. .I 
came to Los <Angeles about. three 
months ago from Bakersfield. On the 
day before the burglary I was ap- 
proached by a party who told me that 
if I would go in through,the window 
of that saloon and open the door, that 
this other party wou!d come in and rob 
the till. He said he would give me 
money to pay my room rent and eat on 
in the morning. I was broke and needed 
the money, so I] went with him to help 
him do the job. I never was artested 
for anything before in my life,j and. 


not been for the morphine habit.”’ 

Judge Smith sentenced the prisoner 
at the bar to two years’ imprisonment 
in San Quentin. 

Flint is the third man who has been 
sent to San Quentin recently for burg- 
lary, after being captured by means of 
a ‘‘stool pigeon."”” Whether or not the 
“stool pigeon” who had a hand in 
Flint’s capture, induced the unfortu- 
nate morphine fiend to enter the Castle 
saloon, and made the first proposition 
to him can only be conjectured. Fiint 
Says that is so. White, the officer who 
arrested Flint, was the first actor in 
the drama to arrive on the scene of 
action on the night of the robbery. ‘He 
had taken his station at the rear of 
the saloon building but a short “time 
when Flint and the “stool” arrived. 
The “stool” helped the poor. morphine 
fiend into a back window, and then 
leisurely walked out to the sidewalk, 
around the corner, and away about 
whatever he had to do. 

Flint had no sooner gone in 4he win- 
dow than he came at once to the back 
door, unlecked and opened it, to find 
White on the other side. The fact that 
the man went at once to open the door 
corroborates one point of his story. 

White testified on Flint’s examina- 
tion before Justice Young that he had 
met a man on Fifth street, who told 


the back way of the saloon. White ad- 
mitted that he made no effort to ar- 
rest Flint’'s companion, saying that 
“he couldn’t very well from where he 
was.” White was distant possibly six 
feet from the “stool” and Flint while 
the former was helping the latter into 
the window.

to be short over ‘he jubilee. Chicago re- 
ceipts were eleven cars, and the out inspec- 
tion 32,000 bushels. Minneapolis and Duluth 
receipts were 237 cars, compared with 015 
last year. The weather was of the most 
favorable kind for both winter and spring 
wheat. The Atlantic clearances were small. 
The closing cables made the net advance for 
the day at Liverpool ‘9d. The dullness of 
speculative trading, the favorable weather 
for domestic crops, the small exports for the 
day and the changing of long holdngs of 
July to September combined to wear ey 
the hope cf permanent improvement, whic 

the advance at Liverpool had raised. Prices 
began to drop and July had got down to 
6814 by 11:30 o'clock. Some cash business for 
prompt shipment was reported, but its quan- 
tity was not large enough to reinforce the 
bulls. Later the cash business was reported 
at 125,000 bushels, and the speculative market 
began to improve. What contributed chiefly, 
however, to the strength with which the 
market closed was a renewal of the rumor 
connecting the name of Armour with the 
July deal. This drove shorts to cover in a 
hurry, July advancing to 67%@69 by closing 
time. Corn was firm at the opening with 
wheat and the cooler weather here. Advices 
from the country, however, showed such a 
marked improvement in crop prospects that 
the trend of prices was downward during the 
morning. Oats were dull all day, with noth- 
ing but a scalping business done, and even 
that was of small volume. Provisions 
opened lower on the large hog receipts. 
Prices held comparatively firm for a while, 
but the close was near the bottom.

OFFER FOR MOUNT LOWE RAIIL- 
WAY EXPECTED TODAY. 


‘The Southern Pacific Will Submit a 


Definite Prtposition—Sloyd Stu- 
dents ‘Graduate — Throop and 
High School Receptions — News 
Notes and Personals. 


PASADENA, June 18.—[Regular Cor- 
respondence.} The pending negotia- 
tions for the sale of the Mt. Lowe Rail- 
way to the Southern Pacific have vir- 
tually. culminated. It is expected that 
a definite offer will be made tomorrow 
(Saturday) in behalf of the Southern 


Pacific for the purchase of the prop- 


erty. As previously published in The 
Times, the bondholders of the Mt. 
Lowe Railway will be offered 50 per 


. cent. and unsecured creditors 25 per 


cent. of their claims, payment in both 
cases to be made in bonds guaranteed 
by the Southern Pacific. The offer will 
in all probability be acceptable to a 
majority of the bondholders and un- 
secured creditors. It will be submitted 
first of allto the bondholders’ com- 
mittee. The members of the committee 
naturally decline to state what action 
will be taken, inasmuch as no proposi- 
tion is yet before them. It is known, 
however, that some of the larger bond- 
holders would willingly discount their 
holdings 50 per cent. in order to secure 
the guarantee of the Southern Pacific. 

The fact that the Southern Pacific 
has been negotiating for the purchase 
of the Mt. Lowe Railway has been 
questioned by many and, according to 
the San Francisco Call, it was flatly de- 
nied by Vice-President Crocker of the 
Southern Pacific a few days ago. Nev- 
ertheless the deal has been quietly car- 
ried forward and has now reached defi- 
nite shape. The doubting Thomases 
who have pinned their faith to Mr. 
Crocker’s statements will in future 
probably place less reliance upon in- 
formation that he gives out.

SUMMER EXCURSION SEASON TO 

THE BAY REGION OPENED. 

Foreign Ships Coming into the Har- 
bor—Commendable Work of the 
Chamber of Cmmenge — Visitors 
Will Be Looked After — News 
Notes and Personals. 


SAN DIEGO, June 18.—[Regular 
Correspondence.} The summer excur- 
| sions to the San Diego Bay region were 
inaugurated today. The first section 
of the Los Angeles train arrived this 
afternoon, well loaded with tourists 
and visitors from the North. If the 
arrivals on the first train are to be 
taken as a criterion, this promises to 
be the best summer for the bay region 
in the history of the city. It is esti- 
mated tonight that by Sunday after- 
noon there will be from 1000 to 1200 ex- 
cursionists in the city, many of whom 
have been here before. 

The residents of San Diego are alive 
to their interests, and ere arranging 
to induce many of the Christian En- 
deavorers from the East to pay this 
city a visit before they return to their 
homes. From July 5 to August 9, a 
special rate of $3 for the round trip 
from Los Angeles to San.Diego will be 
made by the Santa Fé to all persons 
holding: Christian Endeavor tickets. 
This low rate will, no doubt, be the 
means of bringing several thousand 
delegates into the city, who would 
otherwise get no further south than 
Los Angeles. 

There were about 300 excursionists on 
the first train that arrived this after- 
noon, Another large contingent came 
in on the evening train. 

The City Guard Band gave a concert 
on the plaga this evening for the ben- 
efit of the excursionists. Several thou- 
sand people turned out to hear the 


music. 
SHIPS COMING IN. 

Two more ships came into this harbor 
Thursday, or rather tarried on the 
outside to furl their sails and await 
the pleasure of a tug to tow them in- 
side. The first to arrive was the Brit- 
ish ship City of Athens, Capt. Lun- 
dius, from Newcastle, N. S. W., with a 
cargo of 1800 tons of coal. The ship 
was eighty-three days gut, and, while 
experiencing no serious accidents of 
any kind, encountered so much bad 
weather that the vessel could not make 
good time. 

Soon after the arrival of the City of 
Athens, the German ship Kehreweider, 
Capt. Katt, hove in sight and soon cast 
anchor. This vessel is also from New- 
castle. She left Australia thirteen days 
after the City of Athens, but with fa- 
vorable winds was able to make much 
better time than the ship that preceded 
her, covering the distance in ‘seventy 
days. The Kehreweider brings a cargo 
of 2000 tons of coal. 

A PURE-FOOD CONGRESS. 

The city of San Diego may have a 
pure-food congress in the near future. 
Information has been given. out by 
Senator D. L. Withington and T. C. 
Stockton that an effort is now being 
made in that direction, and that it is 
possible the congress will convene 
within a few weeks. The State pure- 
food inspectors are now in the city con- 
ducting their investigations. The work 
is being done very quietly. The pro- 
posed congress is intended to be on the 
same lines as the recent one in San 
Francisco. The pure-food law adopted 
last winter by the State Legislature 
was introduced by Senator Withington 
of this county. 

CHAMBER OF COMMERCE. 

The Excursion Committee of the San 
Diego Chamber of Commerce held a 
meeting and decided to get up a pam- 
phiet advertising special side excur- 
sions arranged by the managers.of the 
local railroads, together with attract- 
tions at the theaters and elsewhere 
during the coming week. No sooner de- 
cided upon than the work of getting 
out the printed matter was begun, and 
today the distribution of the little 
guides on the incoming trains was be- 
gun. 

The chamber also made arrangements 
to have representatives from this city 
meet the Christian Endeavor trains in 
Los Angeles July 3, 4 and 5, and if 
possible induce many of the delegates 
to the convention to make a visit to 
this city. The committee to take charge 
of this part of the work will be named 
by the chamber later on.

SAN DIEGO BREVITIES. 


Col. W. W. Eckels and William Mc- 
Murray, both eastern men of means 
who have been spending some time in 
San Diego and vicinity, will: leave Sat- 
urday:.morning for their home in 
Springfield, Tenn. Mr. McMurray is a 
practical tobacco-grower, and in all 
probability he will return to this city 
in the near future to make extensive 
tests in the production of the “weed” 
in this locality. He believes California 
will produce an excellent quality of to- 
bacco, and in quantities per acre that 
will make the growing of the product 
exceedingly profitable. 

City Engineer Capps on Thursday 
completed the survey, together with the 
plans and specifications for building 
that portion of the Roseville road 
which crosses the flats beyond Oldtown. 
The road is to be built on the turnpike 
plan, and when completed will un- 
doubtedly be one of the finest roadways 
in the county. The grade is to be 
twenty-four feet on top and eighteen 
inches above the highest tide mark. It 
is estimated that the road will cost in 
the neighborhood of $1000 to the mile.

Copley and Hollyer prints. 

Miss Coan passed lightly over the 


technical points to a view of art in 
photography and the elimination of 
photography from art. She drew at- 


tention to the several ways in which 
photography has rendered service to 
art, and also in which it has tended to 
limit artistic work. She believed that 
“the faculty of selection developed by 
the training of the artist lies at the 
foundation of all artistic work; and the 
camera permits its exercise only in a 
limited way.” 

Of portrait photography, she said “It 
might seem that the most satisfactory 
field for photography is that of the 
portrait studio, but we know that this 
is far from being the fact. The pho- 
tographer can compose his subject at 
will, but when she is arranged, posed, 
lighted, photographed—where the 
personality?” Attention was drawn to 
the great photographers like G. C. Cox 


and Mrs. Julia Margaret Cameron, who | 


have made the closest study of their 
subjects, with wonderful results, and 
the speaker emphasized the fact that 
“no machine can make a portrait of a 
human soul. Another soul only can do 


it, by the use of whatever means— 
camera or brush.”
